HOCH Mr. Whiſton's late Wri- 
tings gave Occaſion to this Collection 
Ji of Texts; yet I have therein avoided 
al mention of him, or Reflection 
upon his Oppoſition to the Eternal 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that I might confine 
my ſelf to the direct Proof thereof from the Holy 
Scriptures : It ſeems neceſſary, that ſomething 
Should be written in a plain Method, ſuited to the 
Capacities of the meaneſt Chriſtians, wherein the 
Proof of this Fundamental Doctrine of the Chri- 
ſtian Religion, may be clearly laid down from 
thoſe Holy Writings only, which, bleſſed be God, 
in this Proteſtant Land, the People have been 
long acquainted with, and uſed to Revergnce. 
T have collected ſuch a Number of Texts, (when 
4 few of them would have ſufficiently prov'd this 
fundamental Article) not only that we might ad- 
mire the Fulneſs and Perfection of the Holy Scri- 
ptures, in affording ſuch abundant Evidence for 
the confirming one Chriftian Doctrine; but —

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I might prevent the Cavils of the Adverſaries, 
which they might be prepar'd to make againſt ſin- 
gie Teſtimonies : I have not therefore entred into 
any large Diſſertation on thoſe Scriptures, which 
the Arians have controverted; but I perſwade 
my ſelf, that the Reader will find a full anſwer 
to their Objettions againſt any particular Place 
of” Seripture, by ſome other Seripture cited in the 
| ame Paragraph; that their Attempt to evade 
| the force of one Text, will be prevented by joining 
with it another Text, which is not capable of the 
fame Evaſion. A 
1 This is one way of comparing Spiritual Things 
with Spiritual; the Scripture 'is the beſt Inter- 
preter of Scripture ; one Text being admirably 
ſeful for the explaining, illuſtrating and confirm-

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ing another. No Language, Argument or Ex- 
| preſſion, enters and affetts the Mind of Man, with 
| the ſame Force and Efficacy, as the naked Scri- 
pture doth; this inſtrutfs the Ignorant and illi- 
terate, and convinceth the wiſe and learned too. 
I have avoided all merely-humane Authorities, 
curious Criticiſms, or new Tranſlations ; ſo as not 
| to cite ſeveral Texts, which are not r. or in- 
ſufficient for the confirming this ſacred Truth, but 
| ae leſs clear and evident to a plain Englith Rea- 
ger, for whoſe ſake I write. | 
. Mere are differences among Chriſtians in leſſer 
i Matters, which the Apoſtle calls doubtful Diſ- 
1 utations; he Duty, with reſpect to theſe, is, 
| That no one ſhould rafhly judge or deſpiſe another : 
; A full Agreement therein ſeems'not poſſible, the 
|| Things themſelves being more darkly reveal d; 
#nd it may not be altogether neceſſary, that there 
may be room for the Exerciſe of Moderation, and

theſe firſt Principles of Chriſtianity, Me are to con- 
tend earneſtly for the Faith. And as the Doctrine 
of Fuith to be held faſt, ſo the Grace of Baith 
(1 mean, Faith in Jeſus Chriſt ) is by all Means 
to be own'd and avouch'd as one of the Terms of 
Salvation. | 


Our Chriſtian Converſation muſt be the Life of 


Faith, and the Chriſtian Worſhip muſt all tend to 
the Glory of our Great Redeemer. The Lord's- 
Day, the Lord's-Supper, and other Ordinances 
bear his Name, as being inſtituted for bis Ho- 
nour and Praiſe: If any deny the Eternal Deity 


f our Saviour, they exclude themſelves from all 


Chriſtian Aſſemblies, and blaſpheme our ſolemn 
Worſhip as an Idalatrous Service. It muſt be 
groſs Hypocriſie and Prevarication in ſuch to be 
preſent, ſo much as occaſionally, at the Litu 

( for inſtance) of the Church of England, where 
all the Offices, either ſuppoſe the Divinity of our 
Saviour, or plainly declare it. 


The Reaſon why the Prayers are, many of them, 


in ſhort Colle&s, is, that there ſhould be frequent 
mention made of the Merits of Jeſus Chriſt, which 
we muſt bear in our Minds throgghout all our 
Addreſſes to the Divine Majeſty. In offering up 
our Petitions, thro” the Mediation and Satisfaction 
of Chrift, His God-head is ſuppos'd, who with 
the Father, and the Holy Choſt, liveth and 
reigneth ever one God, World without End ; who 
made (by his one Oblation of Himſelf once offer- 


ed ) a full, perfect, and ſufficientSacrifice, Oblation 


and Satisfaction for the Sins of the whole World. 
Now, (as a late Writer well ob ſerves,) © The 


©. wrong done to the Majeſty of Heaven was ſuch, 
© that the whole Creation conſuming in an univer- 


* ſal Flame, had been an unproportionable 5 of 
f . , ce; 
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« fice; it were manifeſtly more honourable and 
« worthy of God, not to have exatted any Satis- 
faction at all, than to have accepted, under the 
Name of a Sacrifice, ſuch as were un ion- 
able, and beneath the Value of what was to be 
© remitted and conferr'd; what is leſs than God, 
is infinitely leſs; bring the Honour and Majeſty 
« of the Deity to any thing leſs than an equal Va- 
lue, and you bring it to nothing. This had been 
to make the Majeſty of Heaven cheap, and de- 
« preciate the Dignity of the Divine Government, 
« inſtead of rendring it Auguſt, and Great: But 
the Sacrifice of Chrift, God Man, could be de- 
« feitive in nothing; was both ſuitable and equal 
« to the exigency of the Caſe ; for the Sacrifice of 
Him that was Man, was ſuitable to the offence 
* of Man; and of Him whowas God, was equal 
© tothe wrong done to God. 

In other Places of the Liturgy, this glorious 
Truth is fully declar d: There we have the Creeds 
made on purpoſe againſt the Hereſy that Mr. 
Whiſton bath reviv'd, and one, that he ſets 
bimfelf to oppoſe and blaſpheme. Addreſſes are 
frequently therein made to the Lord Feſus, as to 
the moſt High God, O Lord God, Lamb of God, 
Son ot the Father, that takeſt away the Sins of 
the World, have Mercy upon us. The Litany 
expre/ly means Him, as appears by the Concluſion 
of both Parts of it; By thine Agony and bloody 
Sweat, by thy Croſs and Paſhon, Sc. Good 
Lord deliver us; and again, Son of God, we 
beſeech Thee to hear us. And for the praiſing 
part, we add, Thou only art Holy, Thou only 
art the Lord, Thou only, O Chriſt, with the 
Holy Ghoſt, art moſt High in the Glory of God 
the Father. In other Places, the Addreſſes w 

ma 
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made to the Trinity in Unity, in an Acknowleds- 
ment of every Perſon by Himſelf to be God and 
Lord; O Holy, Bleſſed, and Glorious Trinity, 
Three Perſons and one God, have Mercy upon us 
miſerable Sinners. Ard again, It is very meet, 
right, and our bounden Duty, that we ſhould at 
all Times, and in all Places, give 'Thanks unto 
Thee, O Lord, Almighty and everlaſting God, 
who art one God, one Lord; not one only Per- 
ſon, but 'Three Perſons in one Subſtance : For 
that which we believe of the Glory of the Father, 
the ſame we believe of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghoſt, without any difference or inequality; 
Therefore with Angels and Archangels, and with 
all the Company of Heaven, we laud and mag- 
nifie thy glorious Name, evermore praiſing 'Thee, 
and ſaying, Holy, Holy, Holy, &c. And whatever 
Praiſes are given to God in the Pſalms and Hymns, 
we own to belong to all the Three glorious Perſons, 
by adding to the End of every Pſalm, and almoſt 
every praiſing Song, theſe Words, Glory be to the 
Father, and to the Son, and to the Holy Ghoſt, Qc.

Ile have thought our ſelves obliged, in 
Datntenance ot our molt Baly Faith, and 
fo: the Aindication at our own DSincerity, 
fo2 checking (if poſſible) the Pzeſumptton 
of this Authoz, and fo2 pzeſerving others 
from being ſeduced by Vim, to compare 
the dangerous Aſlertions He has advanc'd

ral Councils, and Liturgy, and Articles of 
the Church of England, in order to give our 


Judgment upon them. 


After which follows the Cenſure of the 
Convocation, in theſe Words : 


IUle do declare, That the abovementfon- 
ed Paſſages, cited out of the Books of 
William Whiſton, do contain Alſertions 
falſe and Peretical, injurious to our Sa- 
vtour and the Holy Spirit, repugnant to 
the Holy Scriptures, and contravtant to the 
Decrees of the two firſt General Councils, and 
to the Liturgy and Articles of our Church. 

And we do earneſtly beſeech all Chriſtian 
— by the Merctes of Chitſt, to take 

eed how they give ear to theſe falſe Do- 
ctrines, as they tender the Þonour and 
Glozy of our Saviour, and the Poly Sptk- 
rit, the Pꝛeſer vation of the Purity of the 
Goſpel, and the Peace of the Church. 
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the Father hath, are mine: The ſame Sublime 
Titles, Eſſential Attributes, Glorious Works, and 
Divine Morſbip, being aſcrib'd to Him, which be- 
long to the Father Almighty. 


I. The incommunicable Names and Titles, 
by which the moſt High God is made known, are 
trequently given in the holy Scripture to our Lord 
Teſus Chriſt. This will appear, by comparing 
the Old and New Teſtament together, and by di- 
ſtin& Teſtimonies out of each of them. 

1. If we compare the Old Teſtament with the 
New, we find that what is ſpoken of Fehovab 
the LORD in the oye, is frequently ſaid to belong 
to our Lord Feſus Chriſt in the other: Now Care 
is taken, P/al. 83. 18. That Men may know* 
that He, whoſe Name alone is Febovab, is the 
moſt High over all the Earth. 

It was the LORD Fehovah, that ſpake by 
his Spirit in Noah, to the old World, Gen. 6. 3. 
And the LORD ſaid, My Spirit ſhall not always 
frive with Man. Now we are told, that this 
was meant of Chrift, 1 Pet. 3. 18 —- 20. Who 
being put to Death in the Fleſh, was quickened by 
the Spirit, by which alſs He went Cor, had gone} 
and preached to the Spirits [that are now] in 
Priſon; | but] which ſometimes were diſobedient, 
when once the Long-ſuffering of God waited in the 
Days of Noah. 

In like Manner, it was the LORD Fehovah, 
that they tempted in the Wilderneſs, Num. 14. 
21---29, They ſpake againſt God, &c. Num. 
21.5, 6. Aud the Lord ſent fiery Serpents among ſt 
them; and they bit the People, and much People 
of Iſrael died. Now the Apoſtle tells us, that it 
was Chriſt, whom they 3 88 and therefore 
2 * He 
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He warns the Corinthians, 1 Cor. 10. 9. Neither 
let us tempt Chriſt, as ſome of them alſo tempted, 
and were deſtroyed of Serpents. 

Such Paſſages we often meet with in the Evan- 
gelical Prophet Iſaiab, which the New Teftament 
expreſly refers to our Lord Feſus Chriſt. The 
Prophet faith, /a. 6. 1, 2. I ſaw the LORD 
fitting on a Throne---about it ſtood the Seraphim. 


and they cried one to another, Holy, Holy, Holy, 


is the Lord of Hoſts, the whole Earth is full of his 
Glory. This was, when the Prophet was ſent to 
tell the People, ver. 9, 10, Hear ye indeed, but 
underſtand not; and ſee ye indeed, but perceive 
not ; make the Heart of this People fat, and make 
their Ears heavy, &c. Now the Evangeliſt St. 
John obſerving, that when Feſus had donc ſo ma- 
ny Miracles, yet they believed not on Him, Joh. 
12. 37. ſaith, ver. 39, Jo. that it was the fulfilling 
of that ſad Prophecy, mentioned before, and 
which there He repeats, and then adds, ver. 41. 
Theſe Things ſaid Iſaias, when he {aw his Glory, 
and ſpake of Him, viz. that glorions Viſion which 
the Prophet ſaw, of the LORD on his Throne, 
and which is here called, the Glory of Chriſt. 

2. We may have Reaſon to fear, that they, who 
deny the Deity of Chrift, may be as much con- 
cerned, as the Fews themſelves, in another Pro- 
phecy, Iſa. 8. 13, 14. The Lord of Hoſts Him- 
ſelf ſhall be for a Stone of Stumbling, and for a 
Rock of Offence. "That Chriſt is this Lord of Hoſts, 
and that the Prophecy is apply'd to Mens Humb- 
ling at Him, we have not only the fad Experience 
of our Times, but the Teſtimony of two Apoſtles, 
of St. Paul, Rom. 9. 32, 33. and of St. Peter, 
1 Pet. 2. 7, 8. 

3. When the Miracles our Lord wrought here on

- ſaith-the Prophet Eſaias. And that Feſus Chriſt 
- was that Lord God before whom He was ſent, to 
7 prepare his Way, is plain from the whole Hiſtory ; 
„and particularly from the Baptiſt's Anſwer at ano- 
- ther Time, when He was told, how all Men run in 
C to Chriſt, unto whom he had born Witneſs, 
, or 3. 26. He, ver. 28. refers them to what he 
, ad told them before, ſaying, Te your ſelves bear 
me Witneſs, that I ſaid, I am not the Chriſt, but 
1 that I am ſent before Him, viz. to prepare, or 
I, | 2 7 make 
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make freight his Way ; for that was it, which he 
had told them, in the Place mentioned before, 
where he had ſaid, I am not the Chrift. 

4. 'TheGreat Fehovah often appropriates toHim- 
ſelf the Name of a Saviour, 1/a. 43. 11. I, even I, 
am the Lord, and beſides me there is no Saviour, 
So, Iſa. 45. 22. Look unto me, and be ye ſaved, 
all the Ends of the Earth, for I am God, and there 
is none elſe, Now this doth exactly agree with 
what St. Peter ſaith of our Lord 74 Chrift, 
Att. 4. 12. Neither is there Salvation in any 
other; for there is none other Name given under 
Heaven among Men, whereby we muſt be ſaved. 
And the other Apoſtle ſaith of Chriſt, Heb. 5. 9 
He is become the Author of eternal Salvation. 

5. Such another Appropriation of Titles to Him- 
ſelf the LORD Fehovah makes, Iſa. 44. 6. Thus 
faith the LORD, the King of Iſrael, his Redeem- 
er, the Lord of Hoſts; I am the Firſt, and Iam 
the Laſt, and beſides me there is no God, This 
Title the Lord Feſus claims, Rev. 22. 12, 13. 
Behold, I come quickly, and my Reward is with 
me, to give to every Man according as his Work 
ſhall be; Tam Alpha and Omega, the Beginuing 
and the End, the Frſt and the Laſt. 

We have the LORD's remarkable Oath in 
Iſa. 45. 23. I baue ſworn by my ſelf, and the 
Word is gone out of my Mouth in Righteouſneſs, 
and ſhall nat return, that unto me every Knee ſhall 
hon, and every Tongue ſhall ſwear, Now twice 
in the New Teſtament are theſe Words apply'd 
to our Lord Feſus Chriſt, Rom. 14. 10, 11. Ie 
hall all ſtand before the Fudgment-ſeat of Chriſt, 
For it is written, As I live, ſaith the Lord, eue- 
ry Knee ſhall bow to me, and every Tongue ſhall 
confeſs to Cod; and Phil. 2. 10. at the Name of 
Jeſus every Knee ſhall bow, &c. 6. In 
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6. In I/ a. 54. 5. it is ſaid, Thy Maker is thy 
Husband, the Lord of Haſt is his Name; and thy 
Redeemer the Holy One of Iſrael, the God of the 
whole Earth ſhall He be called; which Eſpouſal 
is alſo mention'd by another Prophet, Hol. 2. 
19, 20. I will betroth Thee unto me for ever,--- 
I will betroth thee unto me in Faithfulneſs, and 
thou ſhalt know the Lord. Now the Apoſtle tells 
us, that this E/pouſal is to the Lord Feſus Chriſt, 
whom he calls the one and the only Husband of 
his Church, and by conſequence the Maker of it, 
the Lord of Hoſts, the Redeemer, the Holy One 
of Uracl, and God of the whole Earth. 2 Cor. 11. 
2.---T have eſpouſed you to one Husband, that I 
may preſent you as a Chaſt Virgin to Chriſt ; of 
Him the Baptiſt ſpeaks, when he faith, Joh. 3. 
29. He that hath the Bride, is the Bridegroom.--= 
And in Rev. 21. 9. The Church is called, The 
Bride, the Lamb's Wife. | 
After the Lord had ſaid, Joel 2. 27.---I am 
the LORD your God, and none elſe,--- it follows, 
v. 28, I will pour out my Spirit upon all Fleſh, 
and your Sons and your Daughters ſhall Prophecy, 
&c. "This pouring out of the Spirit was on the 
Day of Pentecoſt, Acts 3. 16, 17. and it was the 
Lord Feſus Chriſt that poured or ſhed it forth, v. 
32, 33. This Feſus bath God raiſed up,--- there- 
fore being by the Right Hand of God exalted, and 
having received of the Father the Promiſe of the 
Holy Ghoſt, He hath ſhed forth this that you now 
ſee and hear, and this was the making geod the 
"Teſtimony that his Forerunner gave of Him, Mat. 
3. 11. He that cometh after me, is mightier than 
I, whoſe Shoes I am not worthy to bear, He ſhall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghoſt, and with Fire. 
And becauſe it is moſt evident, that the pouring 
out 
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out of the Spirit, is the work of God alone, we 
may ſee another Text, Zech. 12. 10. I will pour 
upon the Houſe of David, and upon the Inhabitants 
of Jeruſalem, the Spirit of Grace and Supplication : 
now that theſe are the Words of our Bl/eſſed Savi- 
our, appears by what immediately follows, and they 
ſhall look upon me,whom they have pierced ; which 
Words are expreſly ſaid to belong to Chriſt, Joh. 
19. 37. And again, another Scripture ſaith, They 
ſhall look on Him, whom they pierced. 

Having compared thus the Two Teſtaments 
together; We come to the diſtin& Teſtimonies 
of the Deity of Chriſt, from the Names and Titles 
aſcribed to Him in each of thoſe Parts of Holy 
Scripture. 

In the Old Teſtament, we find Him appearing 
to the Patriarchs, under the Name of the Ange/ 
of the Lord, | the Angel of the Covenant \ ſufficient- 
ly diſtinguiſhed from all created Angels. Thus 
he appeared to Jacob, Gen. 32. 24.---There 
wreſtled a Man with him. Jacoh had this con- 
flict, not only Corporally, but Spiritually, viz. 
with Prayers and Tears, v. 26.---I] will not let 
thee go, except thou bleſs me; as the Prophet ex- 
plains it, Hol. 12. 4. He had Power over the 
Angel, and prevailed, He wept, and made Suppli- 
cation unto him. Now that this was not a created 
Angel, appears from what the ſame Prophet ſaith, 
v. 3. Ry his Strength he had Power with God ; 
and ſo the Hiſtory ſhews us, that he prevailed to 
get the Bleſſing; Ger. 32. 29. and the Place got 
the Name of Peniel, | the Face of God,] for faith 
He, v. 30. I have ſeen God Face to Face, and He 

{ got the Name of Iſrael, v. 28. as a Prince that 
| had Power with God; and to him afterwards he 


prays,

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prays, as unto the only God, from whom this 
Deliverance came, Cen. 48. 16. and all that in 
every Age prevail with God for his Bleſſing, are 
called from hence the Seed of Jacob, 1/a. 45. 19. 

Thus alſo our Lord appeared to Moſes, Exod. 
3. 2. And the Angel of the Lord appeared unte 
Hlim in a flame of Fire, out of the midſt of the 

Buſh. Now that this Angel of the Lord was very 

God, we may underſtand from the Horſbip, which 

He required by the Sg thereof, us'd in thoſe 

Days, v. 5.--- Put off thy Shoes from off thy Feet, 

&c. and from the proclaiming his Name, v. 6. 

He ſaid, I am the God of thy Huber, the God of 

Abraham, he God of Iſaac, and the God of Jacob; 

upon which it alſo follows, that Moſes hid bis 

Face, for he was afraid to look upon God ; and at- 

terwards the Loving-kindneſs of God is expreſs'd 
by the Good-wilt of Him that dwelt in the BUSH, 

Deut. 33. 16. It ſuch Things are ſpoken of creat- 

ed Angels, how is our Lord ſaid to have obtained 

a more excellent Name than they? Heb. 1. 4. 

And molt evidently doth it appear, that the 

Angel of the Lord, that led the People of 1/rae/ 

thro' the Wilderneſs, was not a meer Creature, 

but our Lord himſelt, of whom it is ſaid, Iſa. 63. 

9. The Angel of his Preſence ſaved them. He 

is emphatically called, the Preſence of the Lord, 

Exod. 33. 14, 15. And He ſaid, My Preſence 

ſhall go with Thee, and I will give Thee reſt. 

And He ſaid unto Him, If thy Preſence go not with 

me, carry us not hence. And the manner of ſpeak- 
ing concerning Him, ſhews plainly who He was, 
Exod. 23. 20, 21. Behold, I ſend my Angel be- 
fore Thee, to keep Thee in the way, and to bring 

Thee unto the Place which I have prepared ; Be- 

ware of Him, and obey his Voice ; provoke Him 
not, 
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not, for He will not pardon your Tranſgreſſions; 


for my Name is in Him. "Theſe are Words far 


too high to be ſpoken of any created Angel: And 
how, notwithſtanding this Caution, they did pro- 
voke our Lord Chriſt, and were puniſhed, was 
noted before, from 1 Cor. 10. 9. 


Agreeable hereunto are thoſe Places, where 


mention is made of the Great Fehovah, as a Perſon 
diſtin& from God the Father; as when it is faid, 
Gen. 19. 24. The LORD rained upon Sodom 
and Gomorrah, Fire and Brimſtone from the 
LORD out of Heaven; And Zech. 3. 2. The 
LORD ſais unto Satan, The LORD rebuke 
Thee,---ſo the Lord faith, Hoſ. 1. 7. I will ſave 
them by the LORD their God. And again, Zech. 
10.12. I will ſtrengtben them in the LORD, 
and they ſhall walk up and down in his Name, 


ſaith the LORD. He that ſtrengtheneth them is 


Fehovah, and He by and i» whom He ſtrengthen- 
eth them, 1s Fehovah. 

Other Teltimonies from the glorious Names of 
God, are yet more expreſs. The Apoſtle himſelt 
quotes ſeveral of them out of the Book of P/alms, 
Heb. 1. 8. Unto the Son he ſaith, Thy Throne, 
O GOD, Sc. which is taken out of P/al. 45. 6. 
And again, Heb. 1. 10. Thou LORD in the 
Beginning, &c. which Words are quoted from 
Pſal. 102. 57 25. 7 ſaid, O my GOD, Oc. 
This is illuſtriouſly ſet down in Iſa. 9. 6. Unto 
us # Child is born, unto us a Son is given, and 
his Name ſhall be called Wonderful, Counſellor, 
The mighty GOD, Oc. To which we may add 
from another Prophet, Jer. 23. 6. In his Days 
Judah ſhall be ſaved, &c. and his Name ſhall be 
called the LORD our Righteouſneſs. Which is 
the ſame with what follows upon the Lord's Oath, 
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{which was mentioned before, that every Knee 


ſhould bow to Him, ) Ifa. 45. 24, 25. In the 


LORD I have Righteouſneſs and Strength, — in 
the LORD ſhall all the Seed of Iſrael be juſtified. 
7. Ia the New Teſtament, we have yet more 
abundant Evidence from theſe glorious Titles: 
The Lord Feſus Chriſt is not only diltinguiſhed 
from Man, Galat. 1. 1. Paul an Apoſtle, not 
of Men, neither by Man, but by Feſus Chrift,--- 
but is expreſly affirmed to be God. There we 
find Him called the True God, 1 Joh. 5. 20.--- We 
are in Him that is true, even in his Son Feſus 
Chriſt. This is the 'True God, and eternal Life. 
When theretore God the Father is called the only 
True God, Joh. 17. 3. and One God the Father, 1 
Cor. 8.6. it is meant to exclude all falſe Gods, and 
heathen pretended Deities, of which the Apoſtle 
there ſaith, v. 5. There were Gods many, and 
Lords many ; but to us there is but one God the 
Father, and one Lord Feſus Chrift. So that one 
God the Father no more excludes the Son, who is 
of the ſame Nature and Eſſence with the Father, 
from being God, the True Cod; than the other 
Words, One Lord Feſus Chriſt, do exclude the 
Father from being Lord, whenas the Lord our 
God is One Lord. 
8. Again He is called the Great God, Tit. 2. 13. 
Looking for the bleſſed Hope, and the glorious appear- 
ing of the Great God, and our Saviour Feſus Chriſt, 
9. So alſo He is called God over all, Rom. 9. 5, 
Whoſe are the Fathers, and of whom, as contern= 
ing the Fleſh, Chriſt came, who is over all, God 
bleſſed for ever. Amen. Of Him it is ſaid, 1 
Tim. 3. 16. That GOD was manifeſt in the 
Fleſh; which is the ſame with what the other 
Apoſtle ſaith, 1 John 1. 5 The Life was mani-

20. To which we may add, the noble Confeſſion of 
that Diſciple, which at firſt had doubted, but was 
afterwards fully convinc'd, Foh. 20. 28. Thomas 
anſwered and ſaid unto Him, My Lord and my God. 


II. The incommunicable Attributes and Per- 
fections which belong to the 10ſt High God, are 
frequently in the Holy Scriptures aſcribed to our 
bleſſed Saviour Feſus Chriſt. 

There are ſome Attributes of God, which are 
commonly ſaid to be Communicable, becauſe they 
may in ſome Analogy and Reſemblance be found 
in meer Creatures; as to be Hſe, Holy, Merciful, 
and True. Theſe are indeed glorious Perfections 
of God, as we may ſee, when He proclaims his 
Name, Exod. 34. 6, 7. yet becauſe meer Crea- 
tures have ſome Contormity to God therein, we 
ſhall nor largely treat ot them here ; although 
even theſe | called Communicable) Attributes are 
aſcribed to our Lord Feſus Chrift in a quite dif- 
ferent Manner than they are aſcribed to any ſuch 
Creatures, of whatſoever Rank or Degree. 

1. Thus our Lord is ſaid, not only to be iſe, 
but Wiſdom it ſelt, particularly throughout the 
whole 87th Chapter of the Proverbs ; agrecably 
to which He ſpeaks of Himſelf, Luk. 11. 49. 
Therefore ſaid the Wiſdom of God, I will ſend 
them Prophets and Apoſtles, &c. and indeed St. 
Paul ſaith, Col. 2. 3. that in Him are hid all the 
Treaſures of Wiſdom and Knowledge; and in 

Fude v. 25. the Doxology is, To the only Wiſe 
God, our Saviour, be Glory, &C. 
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2. So He is not only called Holy, but empha- 
tically the Holy One, Acts 13. 35. Thou ſhalt 
not ſuffer thy Holy One to ſee Corruption, and the 
moſt Holy, Dan. 9. 24. Seventy Weeks are de- 
termined,--- to anoint the moſt Holy. To him the 
Seraphim Sing Thrice Holy, Iſa. 6. 3. and one 
cried unto another, and ſaid, Holy, Holy, Holy, 
is the Lord of Hoſts; infomuch that Holy is his 
Name, Rev. 3. 7. theſe Things ſaith He that is 
Holy.--- 

And though He once refuſed the Title of Good 
Maſter, when it was given Him, only in Comple- 
ment, by one who did not own his Deity, and 
ſaid, Mat. 19. 17. There is none good but one, 
that is Cod; yet he elſewhere calls Himſelt the 
good Shepherd, Joh. 10. 11. I am the good Shep- 
herd, which is the ſame, or as high a Title, as 
good Maſter; and in Him there is the unſearch- 
able Riches of Grace, Eph. 3. 8. The Love 
of Chriſt paſſeth Knowledge, v. 19. from whoſe 

ulneſs we receive Grace for Grace, Toh. 1. 16. 
And He is faid by St. Paul, to have ſhewed [to 
Him] all Long-ſuffering, for a Pattern to them 
that ſhould hereafter believe, 1 Tim. 1. 16. 

3. Again, He is not only True, but Truth it 
ſelf. The Apoſtle faith, 1 Fob. 5. 20. — we are 
in Him that is True, even in His Son Jeſus 
Chriſt, --- and He faith of Himſelf, ob. 14. 6. 
I am --- the Truth. This alſo is his Name, Rev. 
3. 1 Things ſaith He that is True.

we ſhall conſider the incommunicable A- 


tributes of God more largely, of which there arc 
not the leaſt Footſteps or Reſemblance to be 
found in the Creatures: Theſe do all belong to 
our Lord Feſus Chriſt. 


4. Eter- 
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4. Eternity and Immutability do belong to 
the moſt High God alone; He only is from ever- 
laſting to everlaſting, Pſal. go. 2. This tran- 
ſcendent Attribute is aſcribed to our Lord Feſus 
Chriſt by the Prophets, even at the Time that 
they ſpeak of his being born into the World. 
Mic. 5. 2. Thou Bethlehem Ephrata, though 
thou be little amongſt the Thouſands of Judah, 
yet out of Thee ſhall He come forth unto me, who 
is to be Ruler in Iſrael; whoſe goings forth have 
been of Old from Everlaſting : So the other Pro- 
phet calls the Child that was to be born, not only 
the Mighty God, but the Everlaſting Father, lia. 
9.6. He is the true Melchizedech, of whom the 
other was a faint Type, without beginning of 
Days, or Endof Life, Heb. 7.3. To this we may 
refer the glorious Words ſpoken . by Wiſdom, 
Prov. 8. 22, --- 30. The Lord poſſeſſed me in 
the beginning of his Way, before His Works of 
Old; I was ſet up from everlaſting, from the he- 
ginning ere ever the World was; when there were 
no Depths I was brought forth. --- I/hen He 
appointed the Foundations of the Harth; then was 
I by Him, as one brought up with Him, &c. 
This Infinity of Eſſence is denoted by his Name 
ehovah, and is thus exprefled by our Lord Him- 
ſelf, Rev. 1. 8. I am Alpha and Omega, the begin- 
ning and the ending, ſaith the Lord, which is, and 
which was, and which is to come, the Almighty, 
The ſame He faith, v. 11, 17. And again, He 
glories in this Title, Rev. 2. 8.--- Theſe Things 
ſaith the firſt and the laſt, that was dead, and is 
alive. And more largely, Rev. 22. 13. [am 
Alpha and Omega, &c. Upon this Account it 
is ſaid, that He was in the Beginning, Fob. 1. 1. 
In the Beginning was the Word, Cocternal with 
the 
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the Father, for the Word was with God; And 
we may well conceive, that it was He to whom 
God the Father ſpake, Gen, 1. 26. Let us make 
Man in our Image, after our Likeneſs: And of 
whom He ſaid, Gen. 3. 22. Behold the Man is 
become as one of us. And hence our Lord ſpeaks 
of the G/ory He had with the Father before the 
Horld was, Joh. 17. 5. He is therefore ſaid to be 
before all Things, Col. 1. 17. 'There can be 
nothing but the Creature, and the Creator; and 
He that did ſubſiſt /» e Beginning before all 
Things, or created Beings, muſt be without 
beginning Himſelf. 

To this belongs the frequent Evidence of his 
being the Living God, having Life in Himſelf, 
Joh. 5. 26. and ſo the Author or Prince of Life 
to others, Acts 3. 15. He is indeed Life it 
ſelf; that is his Name and Nature, as He faith, 
Foh. 14. 6. I am---the Life ; and the Apoſtle 
tells us, 1 Fob. 1. 2. TheLife was manifeſted, 
and we have ſeen it, and bear Witneſs, and ſhew 
unto you that Eternal Lite which was with the 
Father, and was manifeſt unto us. And again, 
This is the True God and eternal Life, 1 Joh. 
5. 20. He ſwears by his Life, in the folemn 
Oath mentioned before, Rom. 14. 11. As J 
live, ſaith the Lord. And that He will live and 
reign for ever, will appear, when we come to 
ſpeak of his Kingdom: Thus He ſpeaks of Him- 
ſelf, Rev. 1. 18. I am he that liveth, and was 
dead, and behold I am alive for evermore, Amen. 

5. Like to this His Eternity is His Immuta- 
bility and Unchangeableneſs : "This the moſt High 
God glories in, Mal. 3. 6. I am the Lord, I 
change not; This is expreſly aſcribed by the Apo- 
ſtle to our Lord Feſus Chriſt, Heb. 1. 11, 12.— 

| They 
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They all ſhall wax Old, as doth a Garment, and 
as a veſture ſhalt thou change them, and they 
ſhall be changed, but thou art the ſame, and thy 
Tears never fail; Which Words are taken from 
Pſal. 102. 27. And again, in Heb. 13. 8. He 
is called Feſus Chriſt, the ſame Tefterday, and 
to Day, and for ever. 

6. Another glorious Perfection of the moſt High 
God, is His Ubiquity or Omnipreſence. He is 
ſaid to fill Heaven and Earth, Jer. 23. 24 Now 
that this belongs to our Lord Feſus Chriſt, doth 
appear from His being with the Father, Fob. 1. 
1.--- The Word was with God,--- and in the Fa- 
ther, oh. 14. 10, 11. I am in the Father, and the 
Father in me: Even when His humane Nature 
was here on Earth, He was, as to his Divine Na- 
ture, in Heaven, Joh. 3. 13. No Man hath 
aſcended up to Heaven, but He that came down 
from Heaven, even the Son of Man which is in 
Heaven; and ſpeaking of Heaven at another 
Time, He faith, Foh.14. 3. ---Hhere I am. And 
when, as Man, He aſcended up into Heaven, it 
was where, as God, He was before, Joh. 6. 62. 
What if you ſhall ſee the Son of Man aſcend up 
where He was before? When His bodily Preſence 
left the World, (with reſpe& to which, He told 
His Diſciples, Mat. 26. 11.---Me ye have not 
always,) He yet continued his divine and gra- 
cious Preſence, Mat. 28. 20. Lo, I am with 
you always, even unto the End of the World: 
Hence it is ſaid, Mat. 18. 20. Wherever Two 
or Three are gathered together in my Name, there 
am I in the midſt of them; tor being preſent eve- 
ry where, He can manifeſt His Preſence when, 
and where He pleaſeth. Rev, 2, 4. He walks 

in 
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in the midſt of his Golden Candlefticks. Thus He 
is ſaid to dwell in the Hearts of his People, Eph. 
3. 17. who are therefore called the Temple of God, 2 
Cor. 6. 16. and thus he ſpeaks of Himſelf in 
Unity with the Father, Joh. 14. 23. If a Man 
love me, He will keep my Words, and my Father 
will love Him, and We will come to Him, and 
make our Abode with Him. He is moreover ſaid 
to fill all Things, Eph. 4. 10. and to f all in all, 
Eph. 1. 22. And becauſe He fils Heaven and 
Earth, all Things every where muſt be ſubjett 
to Him, Phil. 2. 10. even Things in Heaven, and 
Things in Earth, and Things under the Earth. 

7. Omniſcience, or knowing all Things, is 
another glorious Attribute of the 29ſt High God, 
and a conſequence of his Omnipreſence, Heb. 4. 
13. All Things are naked and open unto the Eyes 
of Him, with whom have we to do: And this 
Perfection doth ſo peculiarly belong to the Great 
God, that it is ſaid of Him, 1 Kings 8. 39. Thou, 
even Thou only knoweſt the Hearts of the Children 
of Men. Now nothing is more evidently claimed 
by our Lord Feſus Chriſt than this Perfection; 
Rev. 2. 23.--- And all the Churches ſhall know 
that I am He that ſearcheth the Reins, and the 
Heart. The ſame is teſtify'd of Him, Fob. 2. 
24, 25. He knew all Men, and needed not that 
any ſhould teſtiſie of Man: For He knew what 
was in Man. How often is our Lord ſpoken of, 
as a Diſcerner of the Thoughts and Intents of the 
Heart, by all the Evangeliſts: In Mat. 9. 4. and 
12. 25. it is ſaid, Jeſus knew their Thoughts. In 
Mark 2. C,---8. There were certain of the Scribes 


ſitting there, and reaſoning in their Hearts.--- 


And immediately when Jeſus perceived in his 
Spirit, that they ſo reaſoned within themſelves, 
He 
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He ſaid, Why reaſon ye in your Hearts? &c. So 


at another Time, Luk. 9. 47. Feſus perceived 


the Thought of their Heart. So alſo, Job. 6. 61, 
64. Feſus knew in Himſelf, that his Diſciples 
murmured at Him.---He knew from the Begin- 
ning, who they were that believed not. So He 
faith to the Jews, Joh. 5. 42. I know you, that 
ye have not the Love of God in vu. 

There are very many more Teſtimonies of this 
kind ſet down in the Goſpels. We are told, Fob. 
16. 19. That Feſus knew that they were deſi- 
rous to ask Him,--and accordingly anſwered what 
was in their Hearts: And it is ſaid, v. 30. they 


cryed out, Now we are ſure that thou knoweſt all. 


Things, and needeſt not that any Man fhould ask 
Thee: By this we believe, that thou cameſt forth 
from God, This alſo convinced Nathanael, when 
our Lord told Him, Joh. 1. 48.---Before that 
Philip called Thee, when Thou waſe under the Fig- 
tree, I ſaw Thee; which drew out that noble 


Confeſſion, v. 49. Rabbi, Thou art the Son of 


God, Thou art the King of Iſrael. Thus alſo ano- 
ther Diſciple addreſſed Himſelf unto Him, Fob. 
21. 17. Peter ſaid unto Him, Lord, Thou know- 
eft all Things, Thou knoweſft that I love Thee. 
This Attribute will be very illuſtrious at the 
Judgment-day, when the Lord comes, and will 
bring to light the hidden Things of Darkneſs, and 
will make manifeſt the Counſels of the Heart, 1 
Cor. 4. 5. | 

And well may He be ſuppos'd to know the 
Counſels of the Hearts of Men, who is intimately 
acquainted with the Counſel of his Father; from 
whence He hath that glorious Name, 1/a. 9. 6.--- 
Wonderful, Counſellor,--- Which Name is deny'd 
to be competible toany meer Creature, Rom. 11. 
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34. Who hath known the Mind of the Lord, or wh 
hath been His Counſellor © The only begotten Son, 
is therefore {aid figuratively to be in the Boſom of 
the Father, Joh. 1. 18. So that as no Man knows 
the Son but the Father, ſo no one knows the Father, 
but the Son.--- He faith, Foh.8. 38. I ſpeak 
that which I have ſeen with my Father; As He 
alſo ſaith again, ob. 10. 15. As the Father 
knoweth me, ſo know I the Father : Nevertheleſs, 
this is not ſpoken to exclude the Holy Ghoſt, who 
alſo ſearcheth all Things, yea, the deep Things of 
God, 1 Cor. 2. 10. "The intimate Union of the 


Three blefled Perſons in the Godhead being thus 


expreſs'd, oh. 16. 13, --15. When He the Spi- 
rit of Truth is come, He ſhall guide you into al 
Truth.--He will ſhew you Things to come. He 
ſhall glorifie me: For He ſhall receive of mine, and 


ſhew it unto you. All that the Father hathis mine: 


Therefore ſaid I, He ſhall tak» of mine, and ſhew 
it unto you. 

8. Another of the glorious Attributes of the 
moſt High God is his Omni potency; He is the Lord 
God Almighty, by which Name He makes himſelf 
known to Abraham, Gen. 17. 1. J am the Al- 
mighty God: Jo this belongs that other great 
Name, The Lord of Hoſts : Now that this Attri- 
bute belongs to our Lord Feſus Chriſt, doth ap- 
pear from the Cry of the Seraphim, Iſa. 6. 3. Holy, 
Holy, Holy, is the Lord of Hoſts, the whole Earth 
is full of his Glory; Which the Evangelift tells 
us expreſly, was meant of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
Joh. 12. 41. as was noted before: So doth He, 
who is to come in the Clouds, &c. proclaim His 
Name, which is, and which was, and which is 
to come, the Almighty,” Rev. 1. 7, 8. The 
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Pſalmift calls Him moſt Mighty, Pal. 45. 3, 
Gird thy Sword upon thy Thigh, O moſt Mighty : 
And the Prophet calls Him yrs Mighty God: Iſa 

6.--His Name ſhall be called Wonderful, Coun- 
ſellour, the Mighty God; The ſame with the Ereat 
God, Titus 2. 13. 

Tne Angel which wreſtled with Jacob, (whom 
we before proved to be the Son of Cod) is expreſly 
called The Lord of Hoſts, Hol. 12.4, 5. He had 
Power over the Angel.--He found Him in Bethel, 
and there He ſpake with us; cven the Lord God 
of Hoſts, the Lord is His Memorial. The Hoft's 


of Heaven are repreſented as his Chariots, Pſal. 


68. 17, 18. The Chariots of God are Twenty 
7. ew/and, even Thouſands of Angels; The Lord 
is among them, as in Sinai, in the Holy Place; 
Thou haſt aſcended on High, &c. Which Words, 
the Apoſtle ſaith, are meant of Chriſt, Eph. 4. 8. 
Hence his Power is called Divine, 2 Pet. 1. 
His Divine Power hath given unto us all things 
that pertain to Life and Godlineſs; and the ſame 
Power that the Father hath, Fob. 5. 19.---I hat- 
ſoever Things He | the Father 4cth, "theſe alſo 
doth the Son likewiſe ; as He had ſaid before, ver. 
17. My Father worketh hitherto, and I work : 
Hence alſo He is ſaid to be above all, Joh. 3. 31, 
He that cometh from above, is above above all ; 
And again, He that cometh from Heaven, is above all: 
We read alſo of his Mighty Power, whereby He 
is able to ſubdue all Things to Himſelf, Phil, x 
21, He is able to do for us, whatſoever we ask, 

oh. 14. 14. 155 you ask any thing in my Name, 

will do it. This his Almighty Power will fur- 
ther appear under the Glowing Head ; for, 
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III. Theincommunicable Yorks and Operations | 
of the moſt High God are frequently aſcribed. in 
the Holy Scriptures to our Saviour Feſus Chriſt ; 
and they ate therein ſaid to be wrought by Him. 
1. We begin with the N rs of Creation, which 
the Holy Writings begin with, and peculiarly 
aſcribe to God alone, Gen. 1. 1. In the Be- 
ginning God created the Heavens, and the Earth ; 
And He ordered his People in Babylon after this 
manner, Fer. 10. 11. Thus ſhalt thou ſay unto 
Them, The Gods that have not made the Heavens 
| and the Earth, they. ſhall periſh from the Earth, &c. 
! Now nothing 1s more plain, than that theſe won- 
| drous Morłs are aſcribed to our Lord Feſus Chrift, 
| Joh. 1. 1,---3. In th? Beginning was the Mord. 
| All Things were made by Him; and without Him 
| 


was not any thing made that was made ; and v. 
10. He was in the World, and the World was 
[ made by Him. This is moſt fully declared by the 
þ Apoſtle, Col. 1. 16. By Him were all Things 
i created that are in Heaven, and that are in Barth, 
| viſible and inviſible, whether they be Thrones, or 
| Dominions, or Principalities, or Powers; all 
| Things were created by Him, and for Him. In 
| Pſal. 102. 25. it is ſaid, Of old thou haſt laid the 
| Foundations of the Earth, and the Heavens are 
the Work of thy Hands ; which Words are quoted,

14 
being the Original and firſt Cauſe, by which all 
Things were created and made; The Father hav- 
[} ing created all Things by Feſus Chriſt, Eph. 3. 9: 
[0 2. The Works of the Divine Providence towards 
| the World, and the Church therein, are all 1 *

bed to our Lord Feſus Chriſt. As all Things were 

made by Him, ſo by Him al Things conſiſt, Col. 

1. 17. the like is teſtified of Him, Jeb. 1. 3. 

That being the Brightneſs of his Fathers Glory,” 
&c. He upholdeth all Things by Word of bis 

Power: "Theſe Works of Preſervation and Provi- 
dence, He continues to Vork hitherto, as the 
Father doth, Fob. 5. 17. and will continue fo to 

do, until the End of the World, when He will 
yet more illuſtriouſly ſhew forth His Dezty. 

3. The Judging of the World, is the peculiar 
Prerogative of the ] High God, Pſal. 50. 6. 
God is judge Himſelf ; ſo He is called, Gen. 18. 
25. The Fudge of all the Barth: Now it is very 
plain, that our Lord Feſus Chriſt is the Fudge 
of the Duick and Dead, who ſhall Fudge the Quick 
and the Dead at his appearing and his Kingdom, 
2 Tim. 4. 1. Remarkable is the Prophecy con- 
cerning Him, Zech. 14. 4, 5. His Feet ſhall 
ſtand in that Day upon the Mount of Olives, which 
is before Feruſalem on the Eaſt; and the Mount 
of Olives ſhall cleave in the midſt thereof, &c. and 


the Lord my God ſhall come, and ail the Saints 


with Thee; which exactly agrees with what 
the Angels ſaid of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, Acts 
I. 11, 12.---This ſame Feſus, which is taken up 
from you into Heaven, ſhall ſo come in like manner 


| as ye have ſeen Him go up into Heaven: Then re- 


turned they unto Feruſalem, from the Mount cal- 
led Olives.— To this we may add that old Pro- 
phecy, recorded Jude v. 14. And Enoch alſo, 
the Seventh from Adam, propheſied of theſe, ſaying, 


Behold the Lord cometh with Ten Thouſands of 


his Saints; compared with 1 Thefſ. 3. 13.--The 
coming of our Lord Feſus Chrift, with all bis 
Saints. 

We 
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We are told, that the coming of our Lord draw- 
eth near, and that the Fudge is at the Door, Jam. 
3.8, 9. This Day of Judgment, is called the 
Day of God, 2 Pet. 3. 12. Looking for, and ha- 
ſting to the Day of God; which yet our Lord 
claims as his Day, Luk. 17. 24. H. ſhall the Son 
75 Man be in his Pay; which the Apoſtle calls 

is Times, 1 Tim. 6. 14, 15. Until the appear- 
ing of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, which in His Times 
He ſhall ſhew, who is the bleſſed, and only Poten- 
tate, &c. Hence He is called the Lord, the 
Righteous Fudge, 2 Tim. 4. 8. and it is ſaid, 
He ſhall fit on the Throne of his Glory, Mar. 
19. 28. 

It is true, as Man, or as Mediator, He hath 
this Power by Commiſſion from the Father, Joh. 
5. 22, 27. The Father judgeth no Man, but hath 
committed all Fudgment to the Son: He bath 
given Him an Authority to execute Fudgment alſo, 
becauſe He is the Son of Man. But then this muſt 
ſuppoſe Him a Perſon capable of ſuch a Commiſ- 
fion, which He compleatly was, by reaſon of his 
Divine Nature, and particularly His Omniſcience, 
which is ſpoken of with reſpect to this very thing, 
1 Cor. 4. 5.--The Lord cometh, who will bring 
to light the hidden Things of Darkneſs, and will 
manifeſt the Counſels 4 the Heart, and then ſhall 
every Man have Praiſe of God. In like manner, 
when it is ſaid, Rom. 14. 10.--We ſhall all ftand 
before the Fudgment-ſeat of Chriſt, it is added, v. 
12. Every one of us ſhall give an Account of 
Himſelf to God; So when the Apoſtle tells us, 2 Cor. 
5. lo. Me muſt all appear before the Judgment. ſeat of 
Chriſt, He calls ir, v. 11. The Terrour of the Lor 
That which is called the Revelation fl the Rig 
teous Judgient of God, Rom. 2.5. is thus expreſs'd,

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2 Theſſ. 1. 7, 8. The Lord Feſus ſhall be 

revealed from Heaven with his mighty An- 

gels, taking Vengeance, &c. He is the LORD, 

who will break his Enemies like a Potters Veſſel, 

&c. Pſal. 2. 9,12. When the great Day o 

his Wrath is come, wbo ſhall be able to ſtand: 

Rev. 6. 17. 

4. One remarkable Declaration of his Deity 

at that Day, will be his Raiſing of the Dead. 

This the Lord God of Iſrael doth expreſly claim as 
his Prerogative, Deut. 3 2. 39.1, even I am He, and 

there is no God with me; I kill, and I make alive: 

Compare this with Rev. 1. 18. I am He that liveth, 
and was dead, and I am alive for evermore, Amen, 

and have the Keys of Hell and Death, viz. to open 
the Graves,and to let out the Dead that are therein, 
as the Words are explain'd, Rev. 20. 13. Death and 
Hell delivered up the Dead which were inthem. A- 

greeably to this our Lord frequently ſpeaks, Joh. 6. 
40. And I will raiſe them up at the laſt Day; The 

ſame Words we have, v.54. and with reſpect to this, 
He calls Himſelf, The Reſurrettion and the Life, 
viz. The Author and Giver of it: When Mar- 

tha had ſaid of Lazarus, Joh. 11. 24. I know 

that He ſhall riſe again in the Reſurrettion at the 

_ laſt Day. Jeſus ſaid unto Her, v. 25. I am 

the Reſurrection and the Life, He that believeth 

in me, though He were dead, yet ſhall He live. 

And this His Power reacheth to all the Dead, Joh. 
5. 28, 29. They that are in their Graves ſhall 

bear his Voice, the Voice of the Son of God, v. 

. 25.) and ſhall come forth, they that have done 
/ good, to the Reſurrection of Life; and they that have 
done evil, tothe Reſurrection of Damnation: Bur 
the bleſſed Change that ſhall be wrought by the 
Reſurrettion, in the Bodies of Believers, is in an 


eſpecial 


= 
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eſpecial manner aſcribed to Him; Phil. 3. 21. 
Who fhall change our vile Body, that it may be 
faſhioned like unto His glorious Body, according 
to the mighty working, whereby He is able to ſub- 
due all Things to Him ſelf. 

5. The Works therefore of the moſt High God, 
reſpecting his Church, are in the fulleſt manner 
aſcribed to our Lord Feſus Chriſt. That which 
is called the Church ot God, 1 Tim. 3. 15.--The 
Houſe of God, which is the Church of the Living 
God, is claimed by the Bleſſed Jeſus as His Church, 
Mat.16.18.--On this Rock, I will huild my Church: 
This is the Houſe that He alone built, who build- 
ed all Things, Heb. 3. 3, 4. För this Man was 
counted wortby of "more Glory than Moſes, inaſ- 
much as He that hath builded the Houſe, hath 
more Honour than the Houſe; for every Houſe is 
builded by ſome Man, but He that built all Things 
is God, This Church He hath hut upon a Rock, 
which Church are his Choſen and Redeemed, who 
are the Temple of the living God, 2 Cor. 6. 16. 
Built up-a Spiritual Houſe, 1 Pet. 2. 5. > 

Theſe the Lord hath Choſen ; and as they are 
called the Ete of God, Rom. 8. 33. Who, ſhall 
lay any thing to the Charge of Gods Ele! So 
the Lord Feſus calls them His Elect, Mat. 24. 
30, 31.--They ſhall ſce the Son of Man coming in 
the Clouds of Heaven, with Power and great 
Glory; and He ſhall ſend his Angels with a great 
ſound of a Trumpet, and they fhall gather together 
His Elect.-Of theſe He ſpeaks to the Father, 
Job. 17. 10. All mine are Thine, and Thine 
are mine, Hence He tells His Diſciples, Joh. 15. 
19, that He had Choſen them out of the World, 
and Joh. 13. 18, That He knew whom He had 
Cheſen; To which belongs the mention that 1 

made 
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made in Rev. 21. 27. Of them that are Written 
in the Lambs Bosk of Life. 

Theſe alſo He hath Redeemed. The Great 
God glories in the Name of a Redeemer. Ila. 44. 
6. Thus ſaith the Lord, the King of Iſrael, His 
Redeemer, the Lord of Hoſts.--Now the work of 
Redemption is in a peculiar Manner attributed 
to the Son of God, whom the Father ſent forth, 
made of a Woman, made under the Law, to re- 
deem them that were under the Law, Galat. 4. 
4, 5- Ir would have bankrupt'd all the Crea- 
tures in Heaverrand Earth, to have laid down a 
Price ſufficient for our Redemption, Pſal. 49. 7, 
8. None of them can by any means redeem bis 
Brother, nor give to God a Ranſom for him; 
for the Redemption of their Soul is precious, and 
it ceaſeth for ever. But to our Lord Feſus Chriſt 
belongs that praiſing Song, Rev. 5. 9. Thou waſt 
Lain, and haſt redeemed us to God, by thy Blood, 
out of every Kindred, and Tongue, and People, 
and Nation. He is the Redeemer, that was pro- 
pheſy'd of, that He ſhould come to Zion, Iſa. 59. 
20. As the Apoſtle applies that Text, Rom. 11. 
26. And a more ancient Prophecy calls Him by 
that Name, and thereby declares His Deity, Job 
19. 25, 26. I know that my Redeemer liveth, 
and that He ſhall ſtand in the latter Day upcn 
the Earth ; and though after my Skin, Worms de- 
ſtroy this Body, yet in my Fleſh ſhall J ſee God, 
[his Redeemer, ſpoken of before, whom then 
every Eye ſhall ſee, Rev. 1. 7. and who is Ged, 
as He is here called, as well as Man,] whom I 


hall ſee for my ſelf, and mine Eyes ſhall behold.-- 


He that bought us with a Price, is to be glori- 
fy'd as God, 1 Cor. 6. 20. Te are bought with a 
Price, therefore gloriſie God in your Body, and in 

F your 
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your Spirit, which are Gods. viz. by that Price 
which He laid down to purchaſe them. And 
the dreadful and ſwift? Defiruttion that comes on 
them, that deny the only Lord God our Saviour, 
is ſaid to be on this Account, that they deny the 
Lord that bought them, 2 Pet. 2. 1. 


IV. There are ſeveral Offices that our Lord Jeſus 
Chrift executes as our Redeemer, none of which 
could be performed in the mavner that He per- 
forms them, it He were not the 9ſt High God, 
or the Great God our Saviour, Tit. 2. 13. 

1. He is the Great Prophet of his Church. 
There have been indeed other Prophets meer 
Men, who ſpake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghoſt. But our Lord 1s ſufficiently diſtinguiſhed 
from them all: Moſes was faithful in all bis 
Houſe, as a Servant; but Chriſt as a Son over 
His own Houſe, Heb. 3. 5, 6. It was the 
Spirit of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt that ſpake by the 
Prophets, who are faid, 1 Pet. 1. 11. To ſearch 
what and what manner of Time the Spirit of Chriſt 
in them did fignifie.--\ he Prophets and Apoſtles 
were commiſhoned, and ſent by our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, Luk. 11. 49. Therefore {aid the Wiſdom 
of God, [meaning Himlſel:, as is ſaid, Mar. 23. 
34.] I will ſend them Prophets and Apoſtles, &c. 
whom He alſo promiſed to qualifie for their Work, 
Luk. 21. 15. Twill give you a Mouth and Wiſ- 
dom, which all your Adverſaries ſhall not be able 
to gainſay, nor reſiſt. In 1 Cor. 12. 28. it is 
faid, that God hath ſet ſome in His Church, firſt 
Apoſtles, ſecondarily Prophets, thirdly Teachers, 
&c. Now that He who 1s here called God, was 
our Lord Jefus Chriſt, appears from the ſame 
thing (aid of Him that aſcended up on _ 
pb. 
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ce Þ Eph. 4. 11. He gave ſome Apoſtles, ſome 
nd Prophets, ſome Evangelifts, ' and \ ſome Paſtors 
on and Teachers: Hence He is called the Lord God 
„ of his Holy Prophets, Rev. 22. 6. The Lord God 
he of His Holy Prophets ſent his Angel, to eco 

unto his Servants the Things that muſt ſhortly be 
done: Compare this with v. 16. I Jeſus have 
us fent mine Angel, &c. We may here further 
ch underſtand, that they who are called the 
1 Angels of God, Joh. 1. 51. are called by our

Mat. 24. 30, 31. And we alſo find, that the 
ch. | Blefſed ) eſus ſends, not only Prophets and Apo- 
ct # /Hes, but Angels allo, on his Meſſages.

And His glorious Work, 
is Ich. 14. 26. The Comforter, which is the Holy 
rſt Ghoſt, whom the Futher will ſend in my Name; 
rs, ſo is it alſo the Promiſe of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, 
as Zech. 12. 10. I will pour upon the Houſe of 
me David, &c. the Spirit of Grace, — Which Text 
xc. | was ſhew'd before to belong to Him, who was 
ph. F 2 pierced 
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pierced for us. This was alſo His glorious ork, 
Joh. 15. 26. When the Comforter is come, «whom 
Twill ſend unto you from the Father. —And Joh. 
16. 7.—If I depart, I will ſend Him unto you. 

As our Saviour 1s intimately acquainted with 
the Counſel of the Father, touching our Salvation, 
in the manner that no Creature can be; ſo doth 
He declare, and teach it in the manner that no 
Creature can do, 70. 1. 18. No Man hath 
ſeen God at any Time, the only Begotten Son, 
that is in the Boſom of the Father, He hath 
declared Him. Thus it is written in the Pro- 
phets, they ſhall be all taught of God, Joh. 6. 45. 
viz, by making the outward Teaching effe&ual 
to the Souls of Men ; it is faid of our Lord Jeſus, 
that He opened their Underſtandings, that they 
might underſtand the Scriptures, Luk. 24. 45. He 
opened the Heart of Lidia, that ſhe attended to 
thoſe Things which were ſpoken of Paul, Acts 
16. 14. He enlightens the Mind, as the Light 
of the World, Joh. 8. 14. I am the Light of the 
World, ſaith He, whoſoever folleweth me — ſhall 
have the Light of Life. 

He enlivens the dead Souls, and guickens 
whom he will, Joh. 5. 21. This giving Spiritual 
Life is thus deſcribed, v. 25. Verily, verily, 
I ſay unto you, The Hour is coming, and now is, 
that the Dead ſhall hear the Voice of the Son of 
God, and they that hear ſhall live (as his raiſing 
the dead Bodies is deſcribed, v. 28. as was noted 
before) Hence the Apoſtle faith, Gal. 2. 20. J 
live, yet not J, but Chriſt liveth in me. 

He makes the il free to what is ſpiritually 
Good, which 1s naturally in Bondage to Sin and 
Satan, Joh. 8. 36. If the Son make you free, 
then ye ſhall be free indeed. He effectually 

- draws 
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draws Sinners to Himſelf, Joh. 12. 32. And I, 
if I be lifted up from the Earth, will draw 7 
all Men to me: He brings back his loſt Sheep to 
the Fold, Joh. 10. 16. And other Sheep ] have, 
that are not of this Fold, them alſo I muſt bring, 
and they ſhall hear my Voice, and they ſhall be 
one Fold, and one Shepherd. 

Ina Word, all Grace comes from Him, Joh. 
1. 17. Grace and Truth comes by Feſus Chriſt : 
So that He ſaith, Joh. 15. 5. MHithout me, ye 
can do nothing: But the Apoſtle ſaith of himſelt, 
Phil. 4. 13. I can do all Things through Chriſt, 
which ſtrengtheneth me. He is the Author and 
Finiſber of our Faith, Heb. 12. 2. Hence Ap- 
plication 1s made to Him, for the working this 
Grace, by the Poor Man, Mark 9. 24.— Help, 
Lord, my Unbelief ;. and by the Apoſtles, in that 
Prayer, Luk. 17. 5. Increaſe our Faith. And 
as Strength, ſo Comfort is from Him, 2 Cor. 12. 
9. My Grace is ſufficient for Thee. Joh. 14. 27. 
Peace I leave with you, my Peace I give unto 
you. Mat. 11. 28, Come unto me, ye that labour, 
and are heavy laden, and I will give you reſt. 

But not only doth He make his Doctrine 
effeẽtual by the Power of his Grace and Spirit, 


but He confirmed it by His divine Works and 


Miracles. It is the Glory of the moſt, High God, 
that He only doth wondrous Things, Pſal. 72. 18. 
When Creatures are enabled to do Wonders, or 
to work Miracles, it is for the Glory of God, aud 
by His Power. But when our Lord Feſus 
Chriſt wrought his-Miracles, He did them to 
manifeſt his own Glory. Joh. 2. 11. This Begin- 
ning of Miracles did Jeſus in Cana of Gallee, 
and manifeſted forth his Glory, and his Diſcples 
believed in Him: His Glory illultriouſly mY 
Ort 
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forth in theſe Works; and the Evangeliſt ſaith 
of himſelf, and his Fellow-Diſciples, Job. 1. 14.— 
We beheld his Glory, the Glory as of the only be- 
gotten of the Father, And He did theſe Works 
his own Power. Luk. 6. 19, There went 
Virtue | or Power] out of Him, and healed them 
all. When the Phariſees queltioned his Power 
to do, what it was owned that God only can do ; 
He prov'd his Power by one of theſe miraculous 
Works, Mark 2. 10, 11. That ye may know, 
that the Son of Man hath Power on Earth to forgive 
Sins (He ſaid to the Sick of the Palſie,) I ſay unto 
Thee, Take wp thy Bed, and go unto thy Houſe. 
And indeed, His manner of ſpeaking in this and 
His other Miracles, ſnews His Authority. He 
ſaid unto the Sea, Peace, be flill, Mark 4. 39. 
and to the Dead Man, Luk. 7. 14. Toung Man, 
I ſay unto Thee, Ariſe. 
It is true, the Apoſtles wrought Miracles; 
but it was our Lord Feſus Chriſt, who ſent 
them, that gave them the Power, Luk. 10. 19. 
Behold, I give unto you Power to tread on Ser- 
| pents and Scorpions, and over all the Power of 
the Enemy. Mark 16. 17. In my Name ſball 
they caſt out Devils. And they fully declared, 
that what they did was not by their own Power 
or Virtue, but by the Power of Chriſt, Acts 3. 
12. HWhy cok ye ſo earneſtly on us, as though 
by our own Power, or Holineſs, we had made 
this Man to walk? v. 16. His Name through 
Faith in his Name hath made this Man ſtrong, 
whom ye ſee and know; yea, the Faith that is 
by Him, hath given Him this perfect Soundneſs 
in the Preſence of you all. And again, Acts 4. 
10. Be it known unto you all, and to all the 
Pele of Iſrael, that by the Name of Jeſus Chriſt 
7 £ 
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of Nazareth, &c. even by Him, doth this Man 
ftand here before you whole. So in another Place, 
Acts 9. 17. Ananias ſaid, Brother Saul, the 
Lord, even Jeſus, that appeared unto thee by 
the way as thou cameſt, hath ſent me, that thou 
may'ſt receive thy Sight. And v. 34. Peter 
ſaid unto kim, Eneas, Feſus Chriſt maketh Thee 
whole. | 

Above all, He, confirmed His Doctrine, and 
therewith His Deity, by His Reſurrection, Rom. 
I. 4. He was declared to be the Son of God 
with Power, according to the Spirit of Holineſs, 
by the Reſurrettion from the Dead; in that He 
raiſed Himſelf from the Dead, by his own Divine 
Power, as He ſaid, Joh. 2. 19. Deſtroy this 
Temple, | meaning His Body] and in Three Days 
I will raiſe it up. So ſpeaking of his Life, He 
ſaid, Joh. 10. 18. I have Power to lay it down, 
and have Power to take it again. This Command- 
ment have I received from my Father. 

2. He executed the Office of a Prieſt, but fo, 
as no one but He, who is God as well as Man, 
can do. His Type Melchizedeck was mention'd 
before, Heb. 7. 3. Without Father, without 
Mother, without beginning of Days, or end of 
Life, but made like unto the Son of God, abideth 
a Prieſt continually. Here lay the value of his 
Blood, that He was God as well as Man, that 
ſhed it: So we read, Acts 20. 28. Of the 
Church 4 God, which He hath purchaſed with 
his own Blood. Therefore it is ſaid, Heb. 9. 14. 
That through the eternal Spirit, He offer 'd up 
Himſelf to God without ſpot, i. e. by the Power 
of his Divine Nature, He ofter'd up his humane 
Soul and Body a Sacrifice, from whence the 
Dignity 
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Dignity thereof proceeded, and the Benefits 
thereby; That in Him We have Redemption, 
tro his Blood, the Forgiveneſs of Sins, Eph.

The maſt High God claims this as his Prerogative, 
to forgive Sins, I/a. 43. 25. 1, even I am Me, that blot- 
teth out your Tranſgreſſiuns for mine own Sake. 
The Jews were right in their Doctrine, that none 
could forgive Sins but God only, though they 
were miſtaken in the Perſon that they ſpeak of, 
Mark 2. 7. they ſaid, Why doth this Man ſpeak 
Blaſphemy * Who can forgive Sins, but God 
only ® Our Lord Jcſus immediately prov'd by 
Miracle, as was noted before, that He had Power 
to forgive Sins; and therefore that He did not 
Blaſpheme, when He thereby claim'd the Honour 
and Power that belongs to God only. The ſame 
Power He elſewhere exerciſed, Luk. 7. 48. He 
faid unto Her, Thy Sins are forgiven Thee. And 
the Apoſtle aſcribes this Power to Him, when 
He requires us to forgive the Wrongs that any 
do to us, Col. 3. 13. As Chriſt alſo forgave you, 
{o alſo do ye. 

St. Paul expreſly affirms, Rom. 8. 33. That 
it is God that juſtifies: And the Father Himſelt 
declares of our Lord 7eſus Chriſt, Ia. 53. 11. 
By His Knowledge ſhall my Righteous Servant 
Juſtiſie many: And the Prophet ſpeaks of Him, 
as hath been prov'd before, when He faith, 1/az. 
45. 25. In the Lord ſhall all the Seed of Iſrael 
be juſtified. 

And as to juſtifie, ſo to ſanct ie, is the Work 
of the Great God, Levit. 20. 8. I am the Lord 
that ſanctifie you. Now in Mal. 3. 1,—3. it 
is ſaid of our Lord, The Meſſenger of the Cove- 
nant, that was ſuddenly to come to his Ti * 

that 
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that He ſhould puriſie the Sons of Levi, and purge 
them as Gold and Silver, that they might offer. 
unto the Lord an offering in Righteouſneſs. And 
it is ſaid by the Apoltle, Eph. 5. 25, 26.— 
Chriſt loved his Church, and gave Himſelf for 
it; That He might ſanctiſie and cleanſe it, with 
the waſhing of Water, by the Word. And again 
He ſpeaks, Tit. 2. 13, 14 Of the Great God, 
and our Saviour Feſus Chrift, who gave Himſelf 
for us, that He might redeem us 2 all iniquity, 
and purifie unto Himſelf a peculiar People, zea- 
lous of good Works. To the ſame purpoſe we 
read, Heb. 13. 12. Feſus, that He might ſan- 
ctiſie His People with his own Blood, ſuffered 
without the Gate, And hence in the ſame Place, 
where the Glory of his Perſon is deſcribed, that 
He is the Brightneſs of His Father's Glory, and 
the expreſs Image of his Perſon, from whence the 
Dignity of his Prieſt-hood proceeded ; it is im- 
mediately added, Hehl 1. 3. That He by Him- 
ſelf purged our Sins, and is ſat down, &c. 

3. He is morcover the King of his Church, 
and ſuch a King, as none can be, but He that 
thus ſpeaks of Himſelf, Jer. 46. 18. Thus ſaith 
the King, whoſe Name is the Lord of Hoſts. Our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt is King of Kings, Rev. 17. 14. 
The Lamb ſhall overcome them, for He is Lord 
of Lords, and King of Kings : And Rev. 19. 16, 
He hath on his Vefture, and on His Thigh, a 
Name written, King of Kings, and Lord of 
Lords: He is the King of 1/rae}, to whom they 
cried Hoſanna, when the Prophecy was fulfilled 
in Zech. 9. 9. Rejoice, O Daughter of Zion, 
Be bold thy King cometh, He is Juſt, having Sal- 
vation, &c. He is the True Melcbizedecł, 

9 which 
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which is by Interpretation, Kin Ryghteonſ- 
neſs ; and after that, King of Le * 
King of Peace; which is much like the Name 
given Him by the Prophet, 1/a. 9. 6.—The Ever- 
taſting Father, the Prince of Peace. The ſame 
Prophet ſaw Him on His Throne, High, and 
lifted up, — Iſa. 6. 2. which is called His Glory, 
Oh. 12. 41. Glorious is the Deſcription of his 
ingdom, and Kingly Dignity, in Pſal. 45. 
which is faid, v. 1. to be a Song made touching 
the King; there we read of the Throne and Scep- 
ter which belongs to Him, as being truly God, 
v. 6. Thy Throne, O God, is for ever and ever, 
a Scepter of Righteouſneſs, is the Scepter of thy 
Kingdom: This and a great deal more, of the 
Glory of his Kingdom, bclongs to our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, as the Apoſtle tells us, Heb. 1. 7, 
8. Unto the Son he ſaith, Thy Throne, OGod, 
is for ever and euver.— | 
Whereas therefore in one Place, there is mention 
made of His delivering up His Kingdom, 1 
Cor. 15.24. Then cometh the End, when He ſhall 
have delivered up the Kingdom to God, even the 
Erher,—it muſt be underſtood, either of his de- 
livering up the Subjects of His Kingdom, and 
enting them to the Father ; or elſe with re- 
pect to the preſent manner of the Adminiſtration 
of his Kingdom in this World, which muſt needs 
ceaſe, becauſe there will be then no more Subjects 
to be brought in, nor Enemies to be ſubdu'd: 
but that His Throne will be for ever and ever, is 
plainly ſaid of one like the So of Men, that 
came with the Clouds of Heaven. Dan. 7. 13, 
14.—His Dominion, is an everlaſting Dominion, 
which ſhal not paſs away; and his Kingdom, that 
which ſhall not be deſtroyed. And the Angel ** 
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Lit. 1. 33. He Pall Reign over the Houſe of 
Jacob for ever, and of his Kingdom there ſhalt 
be no End. 

It is true, as Man, or as Mediator, this 
Power is given Him by the Father, as He ſaith, 
Mat. 28. 18. Al Power is given unto me in 
Hemroen and Earth; But it muſt be upon the 
Account of the Fulneſs of the Godhead that dwelt 
in his Humane Nature, without which He had 
not been capable of al! Power in Heaven and 
Earth; and there are many Places that ſpeak of 
the Kingdom and Reign of the Meſſiah in the 
Goſpel-Days, that evidently ſhew Him to be 
the Lord Jehovah, God and King. /a. 24. 
23.— Te Lord of Hoſts ſhall reign in Mount 
Zion, and in Ferufalem, and before his Ancients 
gloriouſiy. Obadiah ends his Prophecy thus, v. 
21. The Kingdom ſhall be the Lords. Mic. 4. 
7.—The Lord fhall Reign over them in Mount 
Zion, from henceforth even for ever. The Apo- 
ſtle ſaith, 1 Cor. 15. 25. He my reign till He 
hath put all Enemies under His Feet: And He 
Himſelf will fay, Luk. 19. 27. Thoſe mine 
Enemies, which would not that I ſhould reign 
over them, bring hither, and ſlay them before me : 
And the Church is brought in triymphing in 
God her Saviour, the King of Zion, Rev. 11. 
16, 17. The Four and Twenty Elders which 
ſat before God on their Seats, fell upon their Faces, 
and worſhipped God, ſaying, We give Thee 
Thanks, O Lord God Almighty, which art, and 
waſt, and art to come; becauſe thou haſt taken 
to Thee thy great Power, and haſt reigned. And 

| Rev. 19. 6. I heard—the Vyice of mighty Thun- 
derings, ſaying, Alleluja: Fr the Lord God 
Omnipotent reigneth. 
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None but God can be the Lawgiver of his 
Church, that can give Laws immediately to bind 
the Conſciences of Men, Fam. 4. 12. There is 
one Lawgiver, who is able to ſave, and to deſtroy. 
Now this Prerogative belongs to our Lord Feſus 
Chriſt. The Hearers of the Sermon on the Mount 
did perceive, that He taught them as one having 
Authority, Mat. 7. 29. For thus his Laws are 
expreſs d, Mat. 5. 34. J ſay unto you, Swear | 
not at all. v. 44. I ſay unto you, Love your Ene- 
mies, and ſo in the reſt. The Prophets ſaid, 
Thus ſaith the Lord; and our Lord ſaid, Thus | 
ſay J. Joh. 13. 34 A New Commandment I give 
umo you. Joh. 15. 17. Theſe Things I command 
you, &c. And it will appear in what follows in this 
Diſcourſe, that He requires Obedience to what- 
ſoever He commands; and therefore the Apoſtle 
faith, Gal. 6. 2. Bear ye one anothers Bur- 
dens, and ſo fulfil the Law of Chriſt. 
None but God can ſubdue the Hearts of His 
Subjects, and make them willing in the Day of 
His Power, Pal. 110. 3. and deſtroy all His 
proud Enemies, as is further ſaid, v. 5. The 
Lordi at thy Right Hand ſhall ſtrike through Kings 
in the Day of his Wrath. Pfal. 2, 9. Thou ſhalt 
| break them with a Rod of Iron, and daſh them 
| in pieces like a Potters Veſſel. The ſame is 
| ſaid of Him, Rev. 2. 27, On this Account 
it is ſaid, Rev. 19. 13. He was cloathed in a 
Veſture dipt in Blood, and his Name is called, 

e Word of God. And this is what is gloriouſly 
deſcribed, Ja. 63. 1,—3. Who is this that 
cometh from Edom, with died Garments from 
| Bozrah®? This that is glorious in bis Apparel, 
travelling in the Greatneſs of bis Strength? I 
that ſpeak in Righteouſneſs, mighty to ſave. 
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Wherefore art thou Red in thy Apparel, and thy 
Garments like Him that treadeth in the Winefat © 
T have troden the Wine-preſs alone, and of the 
People there was none with me: I will tread them 
in mine Anger, and trample them in my fury, 
and their Blood ſhall be ſprinkled upon my Gar- 
ments, and I will Stain all my Raiment. 

Above all, His Royal Gifts and Rewards to 
his obedient Subjects, ſhew His God-head and 
Majeſty, Eph. 4. 8. When He aſcended on High, 
He led Captivity captive, and gave Gifts to Men. 
The Grant and Privilege of being the adopted 
Children of God, is of his beftowing, Fob. 1. 
12. To as many as received Him, to them gave 
He Power to become the Children of God, cven 
to them that believe on His Name. The Great 
Gift of God is Eternal Life, Rom. 6. 23. And 
that this is the Gift beſtow'd by our Lord Feſus 
Chriſt, is frequently affirm'd, Foh. 6. 33. The 
Bread of God is He that came down from Heaven, 
and giveth Life unto the World. Joh. 10. 28. "5M | 
I give unto them Eternal Life, and they ſhall [} 
never periſh, neither ſhall any pluck them out of 1 
my Hand. He is ſo great a King, as to give it 
even Crowns to His Subjects, Rev. 2. 10. Be 11 
thou faithful unto Death, and I will give thee a 1! 
Crown of Life. Thus we find Him ſpeaking to 1 
His Father, 70h. 17. 24. Father, I will that 1

14, 15. Where we read of the Appearing of our 
Lord Feſus Chriſt; which in His Times, He 
ſhall ſhew, who is the bleſſed and only Potentate, 
the King of Kings, and Lord of Lords. 

We are aſſur'd, there is but one Lord, Eph. 
4. 5. One Lord, one Faith, one Baptiſm; and 
we are plainly told, who that one Lord is, 1 
Cor. 8. 6. — And one Lord Feſus Chriſt, by whom 
are all Things, and we by Him. This plainly 
ſhews us, that our Saviour N Chriſt is one 
with the Father, and the Holy Ghoſt, or elſe 
there would be Lords many, which is the Do- 
ctrine of the Heathen, that is mentioned juſt 
before, v. 5. and which the Apoſtle doth there 
confute. As we have but one Father, fo but 
one Maſter, Mat. 23. 9, 10.—One is your Father, 
which is in Heaven, —and one is your Maſter, 
even Chrift; as He faith again, Foh. 13. 13. 
Te call me Maſter and Lord, and ye ſay well, for 
fo I am; and St. Peter faith, Acts 10. 36.— 
He is Lord of all. 

The Name Lord, anſwering to Fehovah in 
the Old Teſtament, is the conſtant appellation 


ol our bleſſed Saviour throughout the New Tefta- 


ment. In the Story of St. Paul's Converſion, 
we read ſeveral Times of the Lord's ſpeaking to 
Saul, and to Ananias, Ads 9. 15. And the 
Lord ſaid unto him, Go thy way, for he is a 
choſen Veſſel, —which is repeated thus in another 
Place, Acts 22. 14. that He | Ananias] ſaid, 
the God of thy Fathers hath choſen thee, —and 
the whole is explain'd by the ſame Perſon, Acts 
9. 17. The Lord, even Feſus, that appeared 
wnto thee in the way, as thou cameſt, hath ſent 
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me. We find Him emphatically called by the 
Angel,” Chriſt the Lord, Luk. 2. 11. Thus he 
is ſtyled by the Parents of Fohn the Baptiſt ; 
one of them ſpeaking to the Bleſſed Virgin faith, 
Luk. 1. 43. Whence is this to me, that the Mo- 
ther of my Lord ſhould come to me? And the 
other ſpeaking by prophetical Inſpiration to his 
Son, calls our Saviour, not only the Lord, but 
the Higheſt, or the moſt High, v. 76. Thou 
Child, ſhall be called the Prophet of the Higheſt, 
for thou ſhalt go before the Face of the Lord, to 
prepare his way. Thus is He called by the 
Baptiſt Himſelf, Job. 1. 23. J am the Voice of 
one crying, make ſtrait the way of the Lord. 
And this was the fulfilling of what the Lord 
had ſaid of Himſelf, Mal. 3. i. Behold, I will 
ſend my Meſſenger, and He ſhall prepare the way 
before me: And the Lord whom ye ſeek, ſhall 
ſuddenly come to His Temple, even the Meſſenger 
of the Covenant, whom ye delight in; Behold, 
He ſhall come, ſaith the Lord of Hoſts. 

Thus confefling our blefled Saviour to be 
the Lord, is for the Honour of the Father, Phil. 
2. 11. And every Tongue ſhall confeſs that 

eſus is the Lord, to the Glory of God the Father. 
This was done by the Prophet Daniel, in that 
remarkable Paſſage, Dan. 9. 17. O our God, 
Hear the Prayer 4 thy Servant, and his Suppli- 
cation, and cauſe thy face to ſhine upon thy 
Sanctuary, which is deſolate, for the Lord's 
Sake, Thus of old, David in Spirit called Him 
Lord, (ſaying, Pſal. 110. 1. The Lord ſaid unto 
my Lord, Sit thou on my Right Hand; Which 
was that which puzled the Phariſees, when 

eſus asked them, Mat. 22. 45. If David cal 

m, Lord, How is He bis Son? But this is 

» very 
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very intelligible to them, who know Him to be 
both God and Man; with reſpe& to which Two 
Natures, He calls Himſelf, Rev. 22. 16. both 
the Root, and the Offspring of David; from 
Chriſt as God, David had his ing ; from Da- 
vid, as Man, Chrilt ſprang. | 

The P/almift asks the Queſtion, Pſal. 24. 
19. Who is the King of Glory? and anſwers 
it, The Lord of Hoſts, He is the King of Glory; 
which Title is given to Chriſt, when the Apo- 
file, ſpeaking of the Ignorance the great Men 
were in, of the Wiſdom of God, - faith, 1 Cor. 
2. 8. Had they known it, they would not have 
crucify'd the Lord of Glory: And we may ob- 
ſerve, that the Name of Lord and God are fre- 
quently uſed for the ſame, Rom. 14. 6. He 
that eateth, eateth to the Lord; for He giveth 
God Thanks: And v. 11. As I live, ſaith the 
Lord, every knee ſhall bow to me, and every 
Tongue ſhall confeſs to God. Hence that noble 
Confeſſion of the Apoſtle, cited before, Job. 20. 
28. And Thomas anſwered, and ſaid unto 
Him, My Lord, and my God. 


V. The incommunicable Adoration and Wor- 


ſvip, that belongs to the moſt High God, is 


given and paid, according to the Orders and 
Examples that we find in the Holy Scriptures, 
to our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
Divine Worſhip is due to God alone from An- 
gels and Men, Mat. 4. 10. Thou ſbalt wor- 


ſhip the Lord thy God, and Him only ſhalt thou 
ſerve. The Idolatry of the Heathens was, Gal. 


4. 8. That they did ſervice to them, that by 
Nature are no Gods. This divine Worſhip is 
to be paid to our Lord Feſus Chrift by all _— 
TAE) | le 
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ble Creatures in every Place, Phil. 2. 10. That 
at the Name of Feſus, every Knee ſbould bow, 
of Things in Heaven, and Things on Earth, and 
Things under the Earth. 

The Angels, to be ſure, will only worſbip 
the moſt High God, Neh. 9. 6. Thou, even 
Thou art God alone, — And the Hoft of Heaven 
warſhippeth Thee: All which Hoft are required 
to pay this Worſhip to our Lord Feſus Chriſt, 
Heb. 1. 6. And again, when he bringeth in 
the firſt begotten into the World, He ſaith, Let 
all the Angels of God worſhip Him. Which 
it the firſt coming of our Lord into the World 
be there meant, may perhaps refer to the Wor- 
ſhip paid Him by the Angels, when it is (aid, 
Luk. 2, 13, 14. There was with the Angel a 
Multitude of the Heavenly Hoſt, praiſing God, 
and ſaying, Glory be to God in the Higheſt, Peace 
on Karth, good will towards Men: Much ſuch 
a Song the Diſciples learnt, when they cry'd 
out, Luk. 19. 38. Bleſſed be the King, tha 
cometh in the Name of the Lord, Peace in Hea- 
ven, and Glory in the Higheſt. 

In that glorious Appearance of our Lord, 
ſpoken of ſeveral Times before, Ja. 6. 1. J 
ſaw the Lord fitting upon @ Thrope,—. there fol- 
lows the Adoration given by the Angels, v. 7, 
3. About it ſtood the Seraphims, each one with 
Six Wings, with twain He covered His Facę, 
&c, And one cried unto another, and ſaid, Holy, 
Hely, Holy, is the Lord of Hoſts, the whole 
Barth is full of his Glory. So in the New Te- 
| _ the Angels are repreſented as adoring 

and the Church below, as joining with 

them, Rev. 5. 11,,-13. And I bebeld, and 
beard the Voice of many Angels round about the 
H Throne, 
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Throne, and the Beaſts, and the Elders: And 
the Number of them was Ten Thouſand Times 
Ten Thouſand, and Thouſands of Thouſands ; 
ſaying with a loud Voice, Worthy is the Lamb 
that was Slain, to receive Power, and Riches, 
and Wiſdom, and Strength, and Honour, and 
Glory, and Bleſſing. And every Creature, which 
is in Heaven, and on the Earth, and under the 
Earth, and ſuch as are in the Sea, and all that 
are in them, heard I ſaying, Bleſſing, and Ho- 
nour, and Glory, and Power, be unto Him that 
fitteth upon the Throne, and to the Lamb for 
ever and ever. Thus all Things are not only 
made by Him, but for Him, Col. 1. 16. viz. for 
His Honour, and Glory, and Praiſe. 

And for the Children of Men, what Honour 
they give to the Father, they are to give to the 
Son, Joh. 5. 23. That all Men ſhould Honour 
the Son, even as they Honour the Father: He that 
honoureth not the Son, honoureth not the Father 
that hath ſent Him. So we are told, 1 Joh. 2. 
23. Whoſoever denieth the Son, the ſame hath 
not the Father; but he that acknowledgeth the 
Son, hath the Father alſo. From hence we are 
ſure, that the So muſt be One with the Father; 
for the Great God ſaith, Ja. 42. 8. I am 
the Lord, that is my Name, and my Glory will 
I not give to another. As the Godhead of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, 
is all one, ſo is the Glory equal, and Majeſty 
Coeternal: therefore the Apoltle faith, 1 Job. 
2. 22. He is Antichriſt that denieth the Father 
and the Son; for though He doth not ſimply 
deny the Father to be God, and that Worſhi 
is due to Him; yet by denying the S to be 
of one Subſtance with the Father, He _— 
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conſequence deny the Father: For He cannot 
be a Father properly, who hath not a Sn of 
the ſame Nature with Him; therefore we have 
thoſe ſolemn Commands given forth, Pſal. 2. 
12. Kiſs the Son, leſt He be angry, and ye 
periſh from the way Pal. 45. 11.—He is thy 
Lord, and Worſhip thuu Him. 

This Norſbip, due only to the moſt High God, 
and given to our Lord Feſus Chrift, is both 
inward and outward. 14:36; 

1. There is given to Him internal Worſhip, 
in the Actings of thoſe Graces in which Adora- 
tion doth conſiſt. To the right Worſhip of God 
muſt go a ſaving Knowledge of Him, Fob. 17. 
3 This is Life Eternal, that they might know 
Thee, the only true God; which Words are ſpo- 
ken of the Father; and the ſame Words, as to 
the Senſe of them, are ſpoken of the Sn, 1 Joh. 
5. 20. And we know that the Son of God is 
come, and hath given us an underſtanding, that 
we may know Him that is true; and we are in 
Him that is true; even in his Son Feſus Chriſt ; 
This is the true God, and eternal Life; The 
knowing of the Father and of the Son being the 
knowing of one and the ſame true God, or the 
Knowledge of the Glory of God in the Face of 
Jeſus Chriſt, 2 Cor. 4. 6. Therefore He tells 
the Jews, Joh. 8. 19. Te neither know me, nor 
my Father ; if ye had known Me, ye ſbould have 
known my Father alſo: The ſame thing He tells 
his Diſciples, Job. 14. 7,—9. If ye had known 


Me, ye ſhould have known my Father alſo : And 
from henceforth ye have known Him, and have 


ſeen Him. Philip ſaith unto Him, Lord, ſhew 
us the Father, and it ſufficeth us. Feſus ſaith 
unto him, Have I been ſo long time with you, 
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and yet haſt thou not kouwwn' me, Philip? He 
that hath ſeen me, hath ſeen the Father, aui bow 
ſayeſt thou then, ſhew us the Father? In this 
Knowledge we muſt live and grow, 2 Pet. 3. 


18. Grow in Grace, and in the Knowledge of 


our Lord and Saviour Feſus Chriſt, to Him be 
Glory, both now and for ever. Amen. There 
being nothing in the World comparable to it, 
Phil. 3. 8. Tea doubtleſs, and I count all Things 
but loſs, 1 the excellency of the Knowledge of 
* Jeſus my Lord. 

o this Knowledge muſt be join'd a Jively 
Faith, which our Lord claims in equality with 
the Father, Joh. 14. 1. Let not your Hearts be 
troubled, ye believe in God, believe alſo 1# Me. 
Such being the eſſential Union of the Father and 
the Son, that whoſoever doth believe aright in 
the one, doth alſo believe im the other; as our 
Lord faith, oh. 12. 44. He that believeth on 
me, believeth not on me, i. e. not only in me, 
but on Him that ſent me. The Apoſtle refers 
to the Old Teftament—Prophecy, Rom. 10. 11. 
The Scripture ſaith, He that believeth on Him, 
all not be aſhamed. But the New Teftament 
abounds with Proofs, there being above Forty 
Places in the Goſpe! only of St. ohn, wherein 
mention is made of helieving in, or on Him; 
amongſt which, divers of them tell us, that 
whoſoever belicveth on Him, ſhall not periſh, but 
Dave everlaſting Life, Joh. 3. 15, 16. The 
Direction which the Apoſtle gives to the Jailor, 
what He ſhould do to be ſaved, was this, Acts 
16. 31. Believe on the Lord Feſus Chrift, and 
thou ſbalt be ſaved, and thy Houſe; and this is

There 
ſhall be a Root of Jeſſe, and He that ſhall rife, 
to reign over the Gentiles, in Him ſhall the Gen- 
tiles truſt: Hence the Primitive Chriſtians, Jews 
and Gentiles, are deſcribed, as they who Fir ft 
truſted in Chriſt, Eph. 1. 12, 13. That we 
ſhould be to the Praiſe of His Glory, who firſt 
truſted in Chriſt; in whom ye alſo truſted, 2 
tbat ye heard the Word of Truth. Our Lord 
Feſus Chriſt therefore is called our Hope, 1 Tim. 
1. 1. as being both the Author and Object 
of it; and this Hope is not only as to this pre- 
ſent Life; for ſaith the Apoſtle, 1 Cor. 15. 19. 
If in this Life only we have hope in Chriſt, we 
are of all Men moſt miſerable. | 
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Supream and Superlative Love is to be given to 
the only Lord God, as it is ſaid, Mark 12. 29, 
30. The firſt of all the Commandments is, Hear, 
O Iſrael, the Lord our God is one Lord; and, 
Thou ſhalt love the Lord thy God, with all thy 
Heart, and with all thy Soul, &c. This Love 
therefore being the Sum of the Firſt Table of the 
Commanaments, our Lord tells us, Job. 14. 21. 
He that bath my Commandments, and keepeth 
them, He it is that loveth me; and He that loveth 
me, ſhall be loved of my Father, &c. This Love 
to our Lord Feſus Chriſt is not only required to 
be Superlative, above what is due to the deareſt 
Relations, Mat. 10. 37. He that loveth Father 
or Mot ber, Son or Daughter, more than me, is 
not wort hy of me; but all others are to be hated 
in Compariſon. of Him, Luk. 14. 26. If any 
Man come to me, and hate not his Father, and 
Mother, and Wife, and Children, and Brethren, 
and Sifters; yea, and his own Life alſo, be 
cannot be my Diſciple. And the loving or hating 
Him, is ſpoken of as the ſame with the loving 
or. hating of the Father, Joh. 15. 23, 24. He 
that hateth me, hateth my Father alſo. Nou 
have they both ſeen and bated both me and my Fa- 
ther. A dreadful Anathema is therefore pro- 
nounced on them that love Him not, 1 Cor 16. 
20. If any Man love not the Lord Feſus Chriſt, 
tet him be Anathema Maranatha. 
This Love, in Conjunction with Fear, makes up 
that Reverence that God demands for his Sn, 
Mark 12. 6. Having yet therefore one Son, 
His well-beloved, He ſent Him alſo unto them, 
ſaying, They will Reverence my Son. We had 
the Command before, - the Son, left He 
be angry. And in the Verſe preceeding, it is 
r | thus, 
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thus, Pſal. 2. 11. Serve the Lord with fear, 
and rejoice with trembling. | 

The rejoicing and glorying in God is alſo a 
Part of this internal Worſhip of God, 1/a. 41. 
16. Thou ſhalt rejoice in the Lord, and glory in 
the Holy one of Iſrael : This is demanded tor our 
Lord Feſus Chrift, as the Lord to whom eve- 
ry Knee muſt bow, in the Place already cited, 
where it is further ſaid, in the Lord ſhall all the 
Seed of Iſrael be juſtified, and ſhall glory, Ifa. | 
45- 25- True Believers are therefore deſcribed | 
as they that worſhip God in the Spirit, and rejoice | 
in Chriſt Feſus, Phil. 3. 3. As did the Bleſſed | 
Virgin, who begins her Song thus: Luk. 1. 46, | 
47. My Soul doth magnifie the Lord, and my f 

Spirit hath rejoiced in God my Saviour. And we l

have the Apoſtle's ſolemnm Words, Gal. 6. 14. 
God forbid that I ſhould Glory, ſave in the Croſs of 
our Lord Feſus Chriſt; viz. in Jeſus Chriſt, and 
Him crucity'd. Theſe are the inward Acts of 
Worſhip, which belong to our Lord Feſus Chrift. 

2. There is alſo given to Him external Wor- 1 
ſhip : When the Lord, in the Second Command- | 
ment, torbids the bowing down to Images, Exod. | 
20. 5. the meaning is, that we muſt bow down 
to Him. Pal. 95. 6. O come let us Worſhip, 
and bow down, and kneel before the Lord our 
Maker. Now the ſolemn Oath has been ſeveral 
Times mentioned as belonging to our Lord Feſus 
Chriſt, Rom. 14. 11. As I live, ſaith the, Lord, 
every Knee ſhall bow to me. And Phil. 2. 10. At 
the Name of Feſus every Knee ſhall bow, of Things 
in Heaven, &c. Such Expreſſions of Divine 
Worſhip, are not to be paid to the Higheſt Crea- 
tures; we find them accordingly retus'd by the 
Angel, Rev. 19. 10. I fell at his Feet to Mor- 


ſhip 
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ſbip Him, | meaning a created Angel, that ap- 
peared to him] And e ſaid unto me, See thou 
do it not; I am thy Fellow-Servant, end of tb 
Brethren, which have the Teftimony of Feſus ; 
worſhip God. It may be reaſonably ſuppos'd, 
that the ground of this Miſtake, when St. John 
made this Attempt to Worſhip the Angel, was, 
that He thought Him to be the Lord Feſus, who 
had formerly appeared unto Him, and æt whoſe 
Feet He fell, Rev. 1. 17. And upon the ſame 
Miſtake, he offer'd again to worſhip the Angel, 
Rev. 22. 9. (which the Lord Fefus had ſent to 
him, v. 16.) and was refus'd, as before, in 
much the ſame Words. We find the Apoſtle 
alſo reſuſing ſuch tokens or expreſſions of Wor- 
ſhip, Acts 10. 25, 26. Cornelius met Him, 
and fell down at his Feet, and worſhipped Him; 
but Peter ſaid, Stand up, for I my ſelf alſo am 
a Man. But now this external Worſhip, or 
- outward Tokens of it, were continually given 
to our Lord Feſus Chrift, and as conſtantly re- 
ceived by Him. For not only did the H#i/e 
Men give it to Him in His Inſancy, Mar. 2. 11. 
They ſau the Toung Child, and Mary his Mother, 
and fell down, and worſhipped Him ; Burt after- 
wards we find it expreſs'd ot almoſt all that came 
to Him, in any (ſerious manner, that they fel 
down, and worſhipped Him; So did the Leper, 
Mat. 8. 2. The Ruler, Mat, 9. 18, The 
Perſons in the Ship, Mat. 14. 33. The Woman 
of Canaan, Mat. 15. 25, The Man that was 


born blind had a paiticular diſcovery made to 


him, that our Lord Feſus Chrift was the Son of 
God, in whom he was to believe; and upon 
that diſcovery gave Him this Worſhip; for be- 
ing examined, whether he did believe on - 
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Sn of God; and being inform'd, that the Perſon 
who ſpake to him, and who had before cur'd 
him of his Blindneſs, was He; we are tol 
* 9. 38. That He ſaid, Lord, I believe, an 
he worſhipped Him. But eſpecially this Worſbip 
was given Him in a folemn Manner, atter His 
Reſurrection; by the Women, Mat. 28. 9. who 
held Him by the foe, and worſhipped Him ; and 
by that great Aſſembly at Galilee, v. 179. When 
they ſaw Him, they worſhipped Him. And at 
his A/genſion, Luk. 24. 52. They worſhipped 
Him, and returned to Feruſalem with great joy. 

This open Acknowledgment of the Deity of 
our Lord Feſus Chriſt, is in the whole Conver- 
{ation of a Chriſtian, as well as in the Ordinances 
of his more immediate Worſhip. 

In our whole Converſation, we are to pay 
Obedience and Service to the moſt High God, Mat. 
4. 10.--Him only ſhalt Thou ſerve, Now to 
our Lord Feſus Chriſt belong the Prophecies, 
Dan. 7. 27. — All Dominions ſhall ſerve and obey 
Him. Pal. 72. 11. Tea, all Kings ſhall fall 
down _ Him, all Nations ſhall ſerve Him; 
Hence He is ſaid to have become the Author of 
eternal Salvation to all them that obey Him, Heb. 
5. 9. The very Hearts and Thoughts of Men, 
are to be brought under His Obedience, 2 Cor. 
10. 3. Caſting down Imaginations, and every 
thing that exalteth it ſelf againſt the Knowledge 
of God; and bringing into Captivity every T hought 
ta tbe Obedience of Chriſt, Without this Obe- 
dience, in vain do we complement Him with the 
Title of Lord, Luk. 6. 46. Why call ye me 
Lord, Lord, and do not the Things that I ſay © 
This Obedience endears His People to Him, Joh. 
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J command you; and to His Father, Joh. 12. 
26. any Man ſerve me, Him will my Father 
Honour. This enables the meaneſt Perſons, ſuch 
as the Servants were, to whom the Apoſt/e writes, 
Col. 3. 24. that they ſerve the Lord Chriſt ; 
and all are required to ſubmit to His Yoke, as 
He faith, Mat. 11. 29, 30. Take my Toke 
upon you. For my Toke is Eafie, and my Burden 
is Light. 

As to the Ordinances of His Worſhip; it is 
one of the neceſſary Requiſites to the Sacraments, 
that they be ordained by Chriſt Himſelf. We are 
at firſt devoted to our Lord Feſus Chriſt, the 
Son of God, in the ſame manner as to the Father. 
In Mat. 28. 19. The Apoſtles are ordered to 
go and Teach all Nations, baptizing them in the 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghoſt. And although in this Inſtitution 
of Baptiſm, the Godhead of all the Three glo- 
rious Perſons, is expreſly and equally own'd ; 
yet in other Places, the Lord Feſus is more par- 
ticularly nam'd, As 8. 16.—They were bap- 
tized in the Name of the Lord Feſus ; and the 
ſame Words we have, As 1o. 48. and cb. 


£9.45. 
Two chief Acts of Norſbip go through the 
ſeveral Ordinances, viz. Thankſgiving and Prayer. 
Praiſe and Thankſgiving is peculiarly claim'd, 
as due to the moſt High God; Pal. 148. 13. 
Let them Praiſe the Name of the Lord, for His 
Name alone is excellent. Now how the Holy 
Angels exalt the Name of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, 
in their praiſing Song, we had before, in Rev. 5. 
11,13. And again they ſing, Rev. 7. 10. 
Salvation to our God, that ſitteth upon the Throne, 
and to the Lamb. And tor the Children of Men, 
how 


- upon the Name of * Chriſt our Lord, both

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how they ſhall Praiſe Him, the P/almif faith, 
Pſal. 72. 15, 17. He ſhall live, and unto Him 
ſhall be given of the Gold of Sheba, Prayer alſo 
ſhall be made for Him, [tor the coming of his 
Kingdom,] and daily ſhall He be praiſed. His 
Name ſhall endure for ever, His Name ſhall be 
continued, as long as the Sun; and Men ſhall be 
bleſſed in Him, all Nations ſball call Him bleſſed. 
Accordingly we find all Glory, Honour and 
Praiſe aſcribed unto Him, Rev. 1. 5, 6. Unto 
him that loved us, and waſhed us from our Sins 
in his own Blood, and hath made us Kings and 


Priefis unto God, and his Father, To him be 


Glory and Dominion, for ever and ever. Amen. 
Such Doxologies we meet with at the End, or 
towards the Cloſe of ſeveral of the Epiſtles. That 
in 2 Pet. 3. 18. was recited before; So in Jude 5. 
25. To the only wiſe God our Saviour, be Glory, 
and Majeſty, Dominion and Power, both now 
and for ever. Amen. 1 Tim. 6. 16.—To whom be 
Honour and Power everlaſting. Amen. This 
Glory is aſcribed to the Lord Jeſus Chriſt in 
equality with the Father, according to what 
He Himſelt faith, Fob. 17. 10. All mine are 
thine, and thine are mine, and I am glorified in 
Them. 

Supplication and Prayer is only belonging to 
him, to whom our Faith and Truft belong ; ac- 
cording as the Apoſtle cites the Prophecy, 
Rom. 10. 13. 
Name of the Lord ſhall be ſaved; upon' which 
he adds, v. 14. How then ſhall they call on 
Him, on whom they have not believed £ For this 
is the Character of all the Faithful, to whom the 
Apoſtle writes, 1 Cor. 1. 2. To all that call 


theirs 


Whoſoever ſhall call upon the 


— 
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beirs and ours, Thus we find them elſewhere 
deſcribed, Acts 9. 14, 21. 

Sometimes our Lord Feſus Chriſt is joined with 
the Father, in the ſolemn Supplications of His Peo- 
ple, 1 Thefſ. 3. 11, 12. Now God Himſelf, and 
our Father, and our Lord Lord Feſus Chriſt, direct 
our way unto you; and the Lord make you to in- 
_ creaſe and abound in love, &c. 2 Theſſ. 2. 16, 17. 

Now our Lord Feſus Chriſt Himſelf, and God 
even our Father, which hath loved us, and given 
us everlaſting Conſolation, and good Hope through 
Grace, comfort your Hearts, and eftabliſh you in 
every good Word and Work. 


Sometimes alſo Prayer is made to Him, with- 


out naming the Father: This was He to whom 
our Father Jacob pray'd, Gen. 48. 16. The 
Angel that redeemed me from all evil, bleſs the 
Lads; And the dying Prayer which the Fir/t 
Martyr is ſaid to make to God, was directed to 
Him, Acts 7. 59. They ſtoned Stephen, calling 
upon God, and ſaying, Lord Feſus receive my 
Spirit. 2 Theſſ. 3. 16. Now the Lord of Peace Him- 
fe give you Pence always by all means, The Lord be 
with you all. There are Eight or Nine of the Apo- 
ſtolical Epiſtles, that begin with Petitions to our 
Lord Feſus Chriſt, Rom. 1. 7. Grace to you, and 
| Pence from God our Father, and fromthe Lord Fe- 
fus Chriſt. And ſo in the reſt. And the Epiſtles 
of St. Paul do generally end with ſuch like 
Prayers to Him; viz. Two of the Epiſtles to 
fingle Perſons, as 2 Tim. 4. 22. The Lord 
Feſus Chriſt be with thy Spirit. And in Phi- 
lem. v. 25. The Grace of our Lord Feſus Chriſt 
be with your Spirit; And all the Epiſtles, that 
were written to whole Churches. In one in- 
deed, all the Three glorious Perſons are pray d 

to, 
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to, 2 Cor. 13. 14. The Grace of our Lord Feſus 
Chrift, and the Love of God, and the Communion 
of the Holy Ghoſt, be with you all: In the reſt, 
there is only mention made of our Lord Feſus 
in his Supplication ; This is done Twice in the 
ſame Words in one of them, Rom. 16. 20. and 
24. And this is made the Sign by which His 
Epiſtles might be known by the Churches; 
Which, faith He, is my Token in every Epiſtle ; 
ſo I write, The Grace of our Lord Feſus Chriſt 
be with you all. Amen, 2 Theſſ. 3. 17, 18. 
Yet was not the form of Words peculiar to This 
Apoſtle; for, in the Revelation of St. Fohn the 
Divine, (which Title is thought to be given to 
Him, for his ſo expreſly treating of the Divae 
Nature of our Saviour,) after that the Beloved 
Diſciple had mentioned that Prayer of the 
Church to our Lord for his ſpeedy coming, Rev. 
22. 20.—Amen, even ſo come Lord Feſus; 
He ſhuts up the whole Canon of Holy Scri- 
pture, with the ſame Prayer and Bleſſing, v. 


21. The Grace of our Lord Feſus Chrift, be 
with you all. Amen. 
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
